ANNOUNCEMENTS  RELATING  TO  BLACK  STEM  RUST 
QUARANTINE  (NO.  38) 

FEDERAL  GRAIN  RUST  QUARANTINE  REVISED  TO  PROTECT 
WASHINGTON  STATE 

Decembeb  23,  1944. 

The  movement  to  the  State  of  Washington  of  those  species  of  barberries 
and  mahonias  that  are  known  to  be  carriers  of  black  stem  rust  of  small  grains 
was  placed  under  restriction  in  a  revision  of  the  Federal  quarantine  which  became 
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effective  December  26, 1944,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  announced.  Because 
of  the  losses  grain  growers  in  eastern  Washington  are  experiencing  from  the  rust, 
a  project  has  been  set  up  by  that  State  to  eradicate  the  common  barberry  and 
other  rust-susceptible  species  of  barberries  and  mahonias. 

Such  Federal  quarantine  protection  has  heretofore  been  extended  to  17  States 
in  the  important  grain-producing  regions  in  which  the  black  stem  rust  is  being 
effectively  brought  under  control  through  the  joint  eradication  projects  of  the 
States  and  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine.  Nurserymen  who 
grow  only  the  rust-resistant  species  of  these  ornamental  plants  are  issued  permits 
by  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  to  ship  them  to  the  protected 
States.  Nurserymen  have  cooperated  nearly  100  percent  in  this  measure  of 
control  of  the  rust.

Black  Siem  Rust  Quarantine 
introductory  note 

The  purpose  of  the  current  revision  of  the  black  stem  rust  quarantine  and 
regulations  is  to  add  Washington  to  the  list  of  States  that  are  being  protected 
from  the  black  stem  rust  by  restricting  the  movement  thereto  of  susceptible 
species  of  barberries  and  mahonias.  There  are  also  incorporated  standard 
provisions  of  current  quarantines  including  (1)  a  proviso  to  the  effect  that  the 
protection  afforded  by  the  quarantine  is  conditioned  upon  the  protected  States 
regulating  the  intrastate  movement  of  the  regulated  plants  and  enforcing  other 
control  measures;  and  (2)  authorization  for  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Ento- 
mology and  Plant  Quarantine  to  make  the  restrictions  less  stringent  when  the 
pest  risk  involved  makes  it  safe  to  do  so. 

NOTICE  OF  determination  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  AGRICULTURE 

Authority  :  §§  301.38  to  301.38-8  are  issued  under  section  8  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act 
of  August  20,  1912,  as  amended,  39  Stat.  1165,  44  Stat.  250  :  7  U.  S.  C.  1940  ed.  161. 

Rkference  :  Subpart  entitled  "Black  Stem  Rust,"  part  301,  chapter  III,  title  7,  Code 
of  Federal  Regulations. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  determined  that  it  is  necessary  further  to 
revise  the  black  stem  rust  quarantine  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  as 
revised  effective  September  1,  1937,  in  order  to  designate  the  State  of  Washington 
as  a  protected  State  within  the  meaning  of  the  aforesaid  quarantine  and  to  incor- 
porate in  the  quarantine  and  regulations  additional  provisos  and  modifications 
as  hereinafter  set  forth.  The  quarantine  and  regTilations  are  therefore  hereby 
revised  to  read  as  follows : 

Black  Stem  Rust  Quarantine 

(quarantine  no.  38) 

§  301.38.  Notice  of  quarantine. — The  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  having  given 
the  public  hearing  required  by  law,  quarantines  each  and  every  State  of  the 
continental  United  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  in  order  to  prevent 
epidemic  outbreaks  of  the  destructive  disease  of  small  grains  known  as  black 
stem  rust  (Pticcinia  graminis)  in  the  18  protected  States  as  hereinafter  desig- 
nated, in  the  important  grain-growing  regions,  in  which  the  black  stem  rust  is 
being  effectively  brought  under  control  through  the  eradication  of  various 
susceptible  varieties  and  species  of  barberries  and  mahonias.  Hereafter,  no 
plants  of  Berberis  or  Mahonia,  or  parts  thereof  capable  of  propagation,  as  specifi- 
cally named  in  the  regulations  supplemental  hereto,  in  revisions  thereof,  or  in 
administrative  instructions  as  provided  in  the  regulations  supplemental  hereto, 
may  be  transported  by  any  person,  finu,  or  corporation,  from  any  State  or  Dis- 
trict of  the  United  States  into  or  between  any  of  the  protected  States  of  Colo- 
rado, Illinpis,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Montana,  Nebraska, 
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North  Dakota,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  South  Dakota,  Virginia,  Washington,  West 
Virginia,  Wisconsin,  and  Wyoming,  under  conditions  other  than  those  prescribed 
in  tlie  regulations  supplemental  liereto  or  moditieations  thereof:  Proinded,  That 
the  restrictions  of  this  (piarantine  and  of  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental 
hereto  shall  he  conditioned  upon  the  protected  State  or  States  regulating  the 
intrastate  movement  of  the  restricted  plants  and  plant  products  and  enforcing 
such  other  control  and  sanitation  measures  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  shall  be  deemed  adequate  to  prevent  epidemic  outbreaks  of  said 
disease:  Provided  further,  That  whenever,  in  any  year,  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  shall  find  that  facts  exist  as  to  the  pest 
risk  involved  in  the  movement  of  one  or  more  of  the  species  of  plants  to  which 
the  regulations  supplemental  hereto  apply,  making  it  safe  to  modify,  by  making 
less  stringent,  the  restrictions  contained  iY\  any  such  regulations,  he  shall  set 
forth  and  publish  such  finding  in  administrative  instructions,  specifying  the 
manner  in  which  the  applicable  regulation  shall  be  made  less  stringent,  where- 
upon such  modification  shall  become  effective  as  specified  in  said  administrative 
instructions,  and  every  reasonable  effort  shall  be  made  to  give  publicity  to  such 
administrative  instructions  throughout  the  affected  States. 

Revised  Rules  and  Regulations 
meaning  of  terms 

§  301.38-1.  Definitions. — For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  the  following 
words,  names,  and  terms  shall  be  construed,  respectively,  to  mean : 

(a)  Black  stem  rust. — The  disease  known  as  the  black  stem  rust  of  grains 
(Puccinia  graminis)  in  any  stage  of  development. 

(b)  Berheris. — Any  plants,  cuttings,  stocks,  scions,  buds,  fruits,  seeds,  or 
parts  of  plants  of  any  species,  variety,  or  hybrid  of  the  genus  Berleris,  capable 
of  propagation ;  commonly  known  as  barberries. 

(c)  Mahonia. — Any  plants,  cuttings,  stocks,  scions,  buds,  fruits,  seeds,  or  parts 
of  plants  of  any  species,  variety,  or  hybrid  of  the  genera  Mahonia  (Odostemon) 
or  Mahoderderis,  capable  of  propagation ;  commonly  known  as  mahonias,  holly- 
grapes,  holly  barberries,  or  Oregon  grapes. 

(d)  Inspector. — An  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

(e)  Moved  interstate. — Shipped,  offered  for  shipment  to  a  common  carrier, 
received  for  transportation  or  transported  by  a  common  carrier,  or  carried, 
transported,  moved,  or  allowed  to  be  moved  from  one  State  or  District  of  the 
continental  United  States  into  or  between  any  of  the  protected  States. 

PKOTECTED  STATES 

§  301.38-2.  Protected  States. — The  following  States  are  designated  as  pro- 
tected: Colorado,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Mon,- 
tana,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  South  Dakota,  Virginia, 
Washington,  West  Virginia,  Wisconsin,  and  Wyoming. 

RESTEICTED  PLANTS 

§  301.38-3.  Plants  the  interstate  movement  of  which  is  prohibited  or  re- 
stricted. —  (a)  Plants  the  movement  of  which  is  prohiMted. — Berheris  vulgaris, 
or  any  of  its  horticultural  varieties,  or  any  other  species,  varieties,  or  hybrids  of 
Berheris  or  Mahonia  sufficiently  susceptible  to  infection  by  the  black  stem  rust  to 
involve  danger  of  spread  of  the  disease,  are  prohibited  movement  interstate  into 
or  between  any  of  the  protected  States. 

(b)  Plants  the  movement  of  ivhich  is  allowed  under  permit. — Berheris  and 
Mahonia  of  species,  varieties,  or  hybrids  not  sufficiently  susceptible  to  infection  by 
black  stem  rust  to  involve  danger  of  spread  of  the  rust,  may  be  moved  interstate 
into  or  between  the  protected  States  when  accompanied  by  a  permit  issued  in 
compliance  with  these  regulations :  Provided,  That  no  permit  is  required  and  no 
restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  (1)  Japanese  barberry 
(Berheris  thunhergi)  or  any  of  its  rust-resistant  varieties,  or  (2)  cuttings  (with- 
out  roots)  of  Mahonia  when  shipped  for  decorative  purposes  and  not  for  prop- 
agation. 

(c)  Designation  of  species  as  to  rust-susceptihility. — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  is  authorized  and  directed  to  designate  in 
administrative  instructions  supplemental  to  these  regulations,  the  species, 
varieties,  or  hybrids  of  Berheris  and  Mahonia  that  are  known  or  found  to  be  (1) 
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sufficiently  resistant  to  black  stem  rust  to  involve  no  danger  of  the  spread  of  the 
rust  and  which  may  be  shipped  under  permit ;  and  (2)  the  rust-resistant  varieties 
of  the  Japanese  barberry. 

PROCEDURE  FOR  APPLICANTS 

§301.38-4.  Conditions  governing  the  issuance  of  permits. —  (a)  AppUcations. — 
Persons  intending  to  move  barberries  and  mahonias  interstate  into  any  of  the 
protected  States  shall  make  application  to  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine,  Washington,  D.  C,  for  permit  as  far  as  possible  in  advance  of  the 
probable  date  of  shipment.  Applications  received  after  June  1  covering  ship- 
ments proposed  to  be  made  during  the  following  fiscal  year  (July  1  to  the  next 
succeeding  June  30)  may  be  denied  if  examination  by  an  inspector  cannot  be 
made  before  the  close  of  the  active  growing  season.  Applicants  will  be  required 
to  state  and  agree  that  no  BeVberis  or  Malioniu  susceptible  to  infection  by  black 
stem  rust  as  designated  in  administrative  instructions  supplemental  hereto  by  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  are  being  grown  in 
any  nursery  or  nurseries  owned  or  controlled  by  the  applicant  or  will  be  dis- 
tributed by  him.  The  application  shall  show  a  complete  list  of  all  Berteris  and 
Mahonia  grown  by  the  applicant  or  proposed  to  be  distributed  by  him,  and  the 
number  of  plants  of  each  species  or  variety  so  grown  or  to  be  distributed.  Permits 
will  be  issued  only  as  to  such  species  as  have  been  determined  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  not  sufficiently  susceptible  to  infection  by  black 
stem  rust  to  involve  danger  of  spread  of  the  rust. 

(b)  Identity  of  species. — The  inspector  may  require  such  specimens  or  other 
evidence  as  to  the  Identity  of  the  species,  varieties,  and  hybrids  grown  by  the 
applicant,  and  may  make  such  inspection,  as  may  be  necessary  to  determine 
identity. 

PERMITS  MAY  BE  CAXCELED 

§  301.38-5.  Cancelation  of  permits. — Permits  issued  under  these  regulations 
may  be  withdrawn  or  canceled  by  the  inspector  and  further  permits  refused, 
either  for  any  failure  of  compliance  with  the  conditions  of  these  regulations  or 
violation  of  them,  or  whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  the  further  use  of 
such  permits  might  result  in  the  dissemination  of  Berieris  and  Mahonia  sus- 
ceptible to  infection  by  black  stem  rust. 

MARKING  REQUIREMENTS 

§  301.38-6.  Labeling  shipments  and  use  of  permits. — Every  box,  bale,  or  other 
container  of  restricted  articles  for  which  permits  are  required  by  these  regula- 
tions shall  be  plainly  marked  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor  and  the 
name  and  address  of  the  consignee  and  shall  bear,  securely  attached  to  the  out- 
side thereof,  a  valid  permit  issued  by  an  inspector  in  compliance  with  these 
regulations. 

In  the  case  of  carload  and  other  bulk  shipments,  a  valid  permit  shall  accompany 
the  waybills  pertaining  to  such  shipments ;  or  in  the  case  of  truck  or  other  road 
vehicle  the  permit  shall  accompany  the  vehicle  and  be  surrendered  to  the  con- 
signee on  delivery. 

SHIPMENTS  INSPECTED  EN  ROUTE 

§  301.38-7.  Inspection  of  restricted  articles  in  transit. — Any  car,  vehicle,  basket, 
box,  or  other  container  moved  or  offered  to  a  common  carrier  for  shipment  inter- 
state which  contains  or  which  the  inspector  has  probable  cause  to  believe  con- 
tains articles  the  movement  of  which  is  prohibited  or  restricted  by  these  regula- 
tions shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by  an  inspector  at  any  time  or  place. 

SHIPMENTS   FOR  EXPERIMENTAL   AND    SCIENTIFIC  PURPOSES 

§  301.38-8.  Shipments  for  experimental  and  scientific  purposes. — Articles  sub- 
ject to  restrictions  in  these  regulations  may  be  moved  interstate  for  experimental 
or  scientific  purposes,  on  such  conditions  and  under  such  safeguards  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine.  The 
container  of  articles  so  moved  shall  bear,  securely  attached  to  the  outside  thereof, 
an  official  permit. 
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Til  is  revision  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  December  2G,  1944,  and  shall  on 
that  date  supersede  the  quarantine  and  regulations  promulgated  August  4,  1937. 
Done  at  the  city  of  Washington  this  22d  day  of  December  1944.

161),  has  revised  the  black  stem  rust  quarantine  (Notice  of 
Quarantine  No.  301.38)  and  regulations,  effective  December  26,  1944.  The  State 
of  Washington  is  added  to  the  States  that  are  being  protected  from  the  black 
stem  rust  by  restricting  the  movement  thereto  of  rust-susceptible  species  of  bar- 
berries and  mahonias.  Persons  desiring  to  ship  the  immune  species  to  Washing- 
ton or  the  17  other  protected  States  in  important  grain-growing  regions  must 
apply  to  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  Washington,  D.  C, 
for  a  permit  to  do  so.

Instructions  to  Postmasters 
black  stem  rust  quarantine  affecting  berberis  or  mahonia  plants 

The  regulations  of  Quarantine  Order  No.  38  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  on  account  of  the  black  stem  rust  disease  governing  the 
interstate  shipment  of  Berberis  or  Mahonia  plants  (or  parts  thereof  capable  of 
propagation)  have  been  revised,  effective  December  26,  1944,  so  as  to  add  the 
State  of  Washington  to  the  list  of  States  designated  as  protected  under  this 
quarantine. 

The  attention  of  postmasters  is  invited  to  the  following  extracts  from  the 
revised  quarantine  order : 

''Protected  States 

"§301.38-2.  Protected  States. — The  following  States  are  designated  as  pro- 
tected :  Colorado,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Mon- 
tana, Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  South  Dakota,  Virginia, 
Washington,  West  Virginia,  Wisconsin,  and  Wyoming." 

"Restricted  Plants 

301.38-3.  Plants  the  interstate  movement  of  which  is  prohibited  or  restricted. 

"(a)  Plants  the  movement  of  which  is  prohibited. — Berberis  vulgaris,  or  any 
of  its  horticultural  varieties,  or  any  other  species,  varieties,  or  hybrids  of 
Berberis  or  Mahonia  sufficiently  susceptible  to  infection  by  the  black  stem  rust 
to  involve  danger  of  spread  of  the  disease,  are  prohibited  movement  interstate 
into  or  between  any  of  the  protected  States. 

"(b)  Plants  the  movement  of  which  is  allowed  under  permit. — Berberis  and 
Mahonia  of  species,  varieties,  or  hybrids  not  suflBciently  susceptible  to  infection 
by  black  stem  rust  to  involve  danger  of  spread  of  the  rust,  may  be  moved  inter- 
state into  or  between  the  protected  States  when  accompanied  by  a  permit  issued 
in  compliance  with  these  regulations :  Provided,  That  no  permit  is  required  and 
no  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  (1)  Japanese  barberry 
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(Berberis  thunbergi)  or  any  of  its  rust-resistant  varieties,  or  (2)  cuttings  (with- 
out roots)  of  Mabonia  wben  shipped  for  decorative  purposes  and  not  for 
propagation." 

"  Marking  Requirements 

"§  301.38-6.  Labeling  shipments  and  use  of  permits. — Every  box,  bale,  or  other 
container  of  restricted  articles  for  which  permits  are  required  by  these  regula- 
tions shall  be  plainly  marked  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor  and 
the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee  and  shall  bear,  securely  attached  to  the 
outside  thereof,  a  valid  permit  issued  by  an  inspector  in  compliance  with  these 
regulations." 

As  used  in  connection  with-  this  quarantine  order  the  word  "Berberis"  is 
defined  as  "any  plants,  cuttings,  stocks,  scions,  buds,  fruits,  seeds,  or  parts  of 
plants  of  any  species,  variety,  or  hybrid  of  the  genus  Berberis,  capable  of  propaga- 
tion ;  commonly  known  as  barberries."  The  word  "Mabonia"  is  defined  as  "any 
plants,  cuttings,  stocks,  scions,  buds,  fruits,  seeds,  or  parts  of  plants  of  any  species, 
variety,  or  hybrid  of  the  genera  Mabonia  (Odostemon)  or  Mahoberberis,  capable 
of  propagation ;  commonly  known  as  mahonias,  holly  grapes,  holly  barberries,  or 
Oregon  grapes." 

Persons  intending  to  move  "Berberis"  or  "Mabonia"  plants  (except  "Berberis 
thunbergi"  or  any  of  its  rust-resistant  varieties)  shall  make  application  for  a 
permit  to  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  Washington,  D.  C. 

The  Japanese  barberry,  an  immune  species  planted  in  large  numbers  through- 
out the  United  States,  together  with  its  horticultural  varieties,  may  be  shipped 
into  and  between  the  protected  States  without  permit  or  other  requirement,  except 
the  usual  nursery  inspection  certificate  mentioned  in  the  following  paragraph. 

No  restrictions  are  placed  by  these  regulations  on  the  interstate  movement  of 
"Berberis"  or  "mabonia"  between  the  80  Eastern,  Southern,  and  Western  States 
in  which  barberry  eradication  is  not  being  carried  on.  However,  shipments  of 
this  kind  must  be  accompanied  with  the  usual  certificate  of  inspection  prescribed 
by  paragraph  2,  section  595,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations.

Subpart — Flag  Smut 
inteoductoey  note 

Because  of  a  temporary  national  shortage  of  feedstuff s  and  rail  transportation, 
increased  importations  of  feedstuffs  became  necessary.  Australia  being  one  of 
the  immediate  sources  of  supply  for  which  water  transportation  was  available, 
the  prohibition  against  the  importation  of  wheat  from  Australia  contained  in  7 
C.  F.  R.  §  319.59  [Flag  Smut  Quarantine,  No.  59],  was  modified,  on  June  9,  1944, 
as  an  emergency  measure,  to  permit  the  importation  of  this  product  by  an  agency 
of  the  Federal  Government,  under  conditions  prescribed  for  tlie  purpose  of  pre- 
venting the  danger  of  flag  smut  introduction  into  important  wheat  areas.  Such 
importation  was  limited  to  six  boatloads  and  to  a  period  not  to  extend  beyond 
November  30, 1944 ;  the  imported  wheat  was  obtained  in  southern  Australia  where, 
according  to  available  information,  flag  smut  has  not  been  reported  since  1941 ; 
and  entry  and  distribution  was  allowed  for  feed  purposes  only,  and  confined 
within  the  area  in  southern  California  where  wheat  is  not  an  important  crop. 
Because  the  last  boatload  cannot  arrive  in  Los  Angeles  by  November  30,  1944, 
the  period  in  which  importations  may  be  made  is  extended  to  December  31,  1944. 
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Amendment  No.  2  to  Flag  Smut  Quarantine  No.  59 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  on  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  by  the 
Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  11)12,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  0.  1940  ed.  100), 
the  subpart  entitled  "Flag  Snjut"  of  part  319,  Chapter  111,  Title  7  of  the  Code  of 
Federal  KeguhUions  [§319.59;  B.  E.  P.  Q.— Q.  591]  is  hereby  further  amended, 
effective  November  30,  1944,  by  changing  the  closing  date  of  the  period  during 
which  importations  may  be  made  from  November  30,  1944,  to  December  31,  1944.

ANNOUNCEMENTS  RELATING  TO  FOREIGN  PINK 
BOLLWORM  QUARANTINE  (NO.  8) 

FOREIGN  PINK  BOLLWORM  QUARANTINE  REVISION 

November  10,  1944. 

Cottonseed  produced  and  sterilized  in  portions  of  the  State  of  Tamaulipas, 
Mexico,  which  are  adjacent  to  the  border,  may  now  be  imported  into  four  counties 
of  Texas,  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Wickard  has  announced  in  a  revision  of  the 
foreign  quarantine  and  regulations  (elective  November  11)  on  account  of  the 
pink  bollworm  of  cotton.  These  counties  are  Starr,  Hidalgo,  Cameron,  and 
Willacy,  and  they  comprise  the  area  in  Texas  contiguous  to  the  portion  of  the 
Mexican  State  of  Tamaulipas  in  which  infestations  of  the  pink  bollworm  are 
comparable. 

The  cottonseed  produced  and  sterilized  in  the  adjacent  portion  of  Tamaulipas 
may  move  across  the  border  into  those  counties,  under  permit,  for  subsequent 
milling  and  handling  under  the  same  conditions  and  safeguards  that  apply  to 
cottonseed  produced  in  the  counties  named.  The  movement  can  now  be  per- 
mitted, without  increased  risk  to  the  cotton  crop  in  the  United  States,  through 
the  efforts  of  the  Departments  of  Agriculture  of  the  United  States  and  Mexico, 
which  for  several  years  have  worked  jointly  to  control  this  cotton  pest  in  their 
respective  territories  adjacent  to  the  border. 

Since  1913  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  hulls  from  all  foreign  countries  and 
localities  have  been  excluded  from  the  United  States  on  account  of  this  insect, 
with  the  exception  that  importation  could  be  made  from  the  Imperial  Valley  of 
Lower  California,  Mexico.  The  revised  quarantine  also  provides  for  the  impor- 
tation of  cottonseed  hulls  produced  from  seed  originating  in  the  portion  of 
Tamaulipas  adjacent  to  the  border  and  from  seed  which  was  sterilized  during 
the  ginning  process  and  thereafter  protected  from  contamination.  In  addition, 
the  quarantine  now  recognizes  as  a  part  of  the  Imperial  Valley  that  portion  of 
the  Valley  which  lies  between  San  Luis  Mesa  and  the  Colorado  River  in  the 
State  of  Sonora.

(Quarantine  No.  8) 
introductory  note 

This  revision  of  the  pink  bollworm  quarantine  and  regulations  makes  provision 
for  the  entry  of  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  hulls  produced  from  sterilized  seed 
in  portions  of  the  State  of  Tamaulipas,  Mexico,  adjacent  to  the  United  States. 
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This  quarantine  has  excluded  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  hulls  from  all  foreign 
localities  and  countries  since  1913,  excepting  only  the  locality  of  the  Imperial 
Valley  in  the  Territory  of  Baja  California,  Mexico,  on  account  of  the  pink  boll- 
worm  of  cotton.  Now  it  has  been  ascertained  that  comparable  infestations  of 
pink  bollworm  exist  in  parts  of  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  of  Texas  and  a 
couLiguuus  area  of  Mexico,  and  the  Departments  of  Agriculture  of  Mexico  and 
United  States  are  jointly  working  to  control  the  insect  in  their  respective  ter- 
ritories adjacent  to  the  border.  Hence  entry  can  be  made  without  increased  risk 
to  the  cotton  crop  of  the  United  States  of  (1)  sterilized  cottonseed  produced  in 
IDortions  of  the  State  of  Tamaulipas  for  milling  and  handling  subject  to  the  same 
conditions  as  apply  to  the  production  and  distribution  of  seed  grown  in  contiguous 
area  of  Texas,  and  (2)  cottonseed  hulls  produced  from  said  sterilized  seed. 

At  the  same  time  the  excepted  locality  of  the  Imperial  Valley  is  extended 
to  include  a  small  portion  of  the  Valley  that  extends  into  northwestern  Sonora. 

DETEBMINATIOX  OF  THE  SECRETAEY  OF  AGEICULTTJRE 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  having  determined  that  it  was  necessary  to 
place  an  embargo  against  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  hulls  from  all  foreign  coun- 
tries to  prevent  the  entry  of  an  injurious  insect  known  as  the  pink  bollworm  of 
cotton  {Pectinopliora  gossypiella  Saunders),  new  to  and  not  theretofore  widely 
prevalent  or  distributed  within  and  throughout  the  United  States,  and  having 
given  the  public  hearing  required  by  law,  on  May  1:8,  1913,  promulgated  Notice 
of  Quarantine  319.8,  Part  319,  Chapter  III,  Title  7,  Code  of  Federal  Regulations, 
forbidding  the  importation  into  the  United  States  of  cottonseed  of  ail  species 
and  varieties  and  cottonseed  hulls  from  any  foreign  locality  and  country,  except- 
ing only  the  locality  of  the  Imperial  Valley  in  the  Territory  of  Baja  California, 
Mexico. 

Because  of  certain  changes  that  have  developed  in  the  pink  bollworm  situa- 
tion with  respect  to  the  United  States  and  Mexico,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture, 
having  given,  on  July  19,  1914,  a  further  public  hearing  in  the  matter,  has  deter- 
mined that  it  is  desirable  to  revise  the  aforesaid  quarantine  and  supplemental 
regulations  so  as  to  permit,  under  suitable  restrictions,  the  entry  of  cottonseed 
and  cottonseed  hulls  from  portions  of  the  State  of  Tamaulipas,  Mexico,  adjacent 
to  the  United  States,  and  also  to  extend  the  requirements  now  applicable  in  the 
Imperial  Valley  to  that  part  of  the  Valley  lying  between  San  Luis  Mesa  and  the 
Colorado  River  in  the  State  of  Sonora,  Mexico. 

OEDER  OF  THE  SECRETAEY  OF  AGRICULTITRE 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  by  the 
Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  1940  ed.  151  et 
seq.),  the  subpart  entitled  •"Pink  Bollworm  of  Cotton"  of  Part  319,  Chapter  III, 
Title  7,  Code  of  Federal  Regulations  [B.  E.  P.  Q. — Q.  8],  as  amended,  is  hereby 
revised  to  read  as  follows :

Authority  :  §§  319.8  to  319.8-5  issued  under  sees.  5  and  7,  37  Stat.  816,  317 ;  7  U.  S.  C. 
1940  ed.  159  and  160. 

§  319.8  Notice  of  Quarantine. — The  fact  has  been  determined  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  that  an  injurious  insect  known  as  the  pink  bollworm  of  cotton 
(Pectinopliora  gossypiella  Saunders),  new  to  and  not  heretofore  widely  dis- 
tributed within  and  throughout  the  United  States,  exists  in  many  foreign  coun- 
tries. Under  the  authority  conferred  by  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20, 
1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  1940  ed.  151  et  seq.),  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
hereby  declares  that  it  is  necessary,  in  order  to  prevent  the  introduction  into 
the  United  States  of  an  injurious  insect,  to-wit,  the  pink  bollworm  of  cotton, 
to  forbid  the  importation  into  the  United  States  of  cottonseed  of  all  species  and 
varieties  and  cottonseed  hulls  from  any  foreign  locality  and  country,  excepting 
only  the  locality  of  the  Imperial  Valley  in  the  Territory  of  Baja  California, 
Mexico,  including  that  portion  of  the  Valley  in  the  State  of  Sonora  lying  between 
San  Luis  Mesa  and  the  Colorado  River,  and  the  area  in  the  State  of  Tamaulipas, 
Mexico,  adjacent  to  the  United  States,  comprising  the  municipios  of  Guerrero, 
Mier,  Camargo,  Reynosa,  Matamoros,  Mendez,  and  San  Fernando. 
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Hereafter  and  until  further  notice,  by  virtue  of  said  Plant  Quarantine  Act,  as 
amended,  the  inii>ortation  for  any  purpose  of  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  hulls 
from  all  foreign  localities  and  countries,  excepting  only  the  locality  of  the  Im- 
perial Valley  in  the  Territory  of  Baja  California,  Mexico,  including  that  portion 
of  the  Valley  in  the  State  of  Sonora  lying  between  San  Luis  Mesa  and  the 
Colorado  River,  and  the  aforesaid  area  in  the  State  of  Tamaulipas,  Mexico,  is 
prohibited.  Cottonseed  and  cottonseed  hulls  from  the  excepted  locality  and 
area  in  Mexico  may  be  imported  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  promulgated 
supplemental  to  this  quarantine. 

Regulations  Governing  the  Entry  of  Cottonseed  and  Cottonseed  Hulls  From 
THE  Excepted  Locality  and  Area  of  Mexico 

§  319.8-1  Applications  for  and  issuance  of  permits. — Persons  desiring  to  im- 
port cottonseed  and  cottonseed  hulls  shall  submit  to  the  Bureau  of  Entomology 
and  Plant  Quarantine  an  application  stating  the  name  and  address  of  the  im- 
porter, the  approximate  quantity  of  cottonseed  or  cottonseed  hulls  which  it  is 
desired  to  import,  the  United  States  port  of  entry,  the  approximate  date  of  ar- 
rival, the  place  of  origin  in  the  Imperial  Valley,  Mexico,  or  in  the  area  in  the 
State  of  Tamaulipas,  Mexico,  specified  in  §  319.8,  and  in  the  case  of  cottonseed 
from  the  specified  area  in  Tamaulipas,  the  mill  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  at  whicli  the  seed  will  be  crushed. 
Upon  receipt  of  such  application  and  after  approval  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  a  peimit  will  be  issued  authorizing  the 
importation  from  the  Imperial  Valley,  Mexico,  or  the  specified  area  in  the  State 
of  Tamaulipas  subject  to  the  restrictions  and  requirements  set  forth  in  §§  319.8-2 
to  319.8-5. 

§  319.8-2.  Refusal  of  permits. — Permits  for  the  entry  of  cottonseed  and  cotton- 
seed hulls  from  the  Imperial  Valley,  Mexico,  may  be  refused  and  existing  per- 
mits may  be  canceled,  unless  effective  quarantine  measures  are  maintained  by 
the  duly  authorized  oflBcials  of  Mexico,  prohibiting  the  entry  into  Baja,  Cali- 
fornia, of  cottonseed,  seed  cotton,  cottonseed  hulls,  and  lint  cotton,  baled  or  un- 
baled,  grown  in  other  parts  of  Mexico  or  in  foreign  countries  other  than  the 
United  States. 

Permits  for  the  entry  of  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  hulls  originating  in  the 
area  in  the  State  of  Tamaulipas,  Mexico,  specified  in  §  319.8,  may  be  refused 
and  existing  permits  canceled,  unless  effective  quarantine  measures  are  main- 
tained by  the  duly  authorized  officials  of  Mexico,  prohibiting  the  movement  into 
the  said  specified  area  of  cottonseed  and  seed  cotton  from  other  infested  areas 
of  Mexico,  or  from  foreign  countries  other  than  the  United  States,  and  requiring 
the  sterilization  within  such  specified  area  of  cottonseed  in  the  ginning  process 
an,d  the  subsequent  handling  of  the  sterilized  seed  to  prevent  contamination. 

§  319.8-3.  Notice  of  arrival. — Immediately  upon  the  arrival  of  the  cottonseed 
or  cottonseed  hulls  at  the  port  of  entity  the  permittee  shall  submit  in  duplicate 
a  notice,  through  the  collector  of  customs,  on  forms  provided  for  that  purpose 
(Fonn  EQ-368). 

§  319.8-4  Conditions  of  entry  of  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  hulls. — Cottonseed 
and  cottonseed  hulls  from  the  Imperial  Valley,  Mexico,  or  the  area  in  the  State 
of  Tamaulipas,  Mexico,  specified  in  §  319.8,  shall  not  be  entered  or  delivered  to 
the  importer  or  consignee  until  the  collector  of  customs  shall  have  received  a 
notice  in  writing  from  an  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture that  such  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  hulls  have  been  inspected  by  him 
or  under  his  direction,  and  found  to  be  free  from  infestation  or  infection.  Each 
importation,  shall  be  subject  to  such  inspection  as  may  be  necessary  to  determine 
its  freedom  from  injurious  insects  and  plant  diseases  and  to, such  treatment  as 
may  be  necessary  in  connection  with  pests  found  present.  All  charges  for  stor- 
age, cartage,  and  labor  incident  to  inspection,  other  than  the  services  of  the 
inspector,  shall  be  paid  by  the  importer. 

§  319.8-5  Other  conditions  governing  the  entry  of  cottonseed  and  cottonseed 
hulls  from  the  specified  area  in  the  State  of  Tamaulipas,  Mexico. —  (a)  Cotton- 
seed to  be  eligible  for  importation  into  the  United  States  from  the  area  in  the 
State  of  Tamaulipas,  Mexico,  specified  in  §  319.8  also  must: 

(1)  Originate  in  the  municipios  of  Guerrero,  Mier,  Camargo,  Reynosa, 
Matamoros,  Mendez,  and  San  Fernnndo,  in  the  State  of  Tamaulipas. 

(2)  Have  been  sterilized  during  the  ginning  process,  stored  in  a  manner  to 
prevent  subsequent  contamination,  and  otherwise  handled  in  a  manner  and 
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under  supervision  satisfactory  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and 
Plant  Quarantine. 

(3)  Be  accompanied  by  either  a  certificate  signed  jointly  by  a  responsible 
official  of  the  Mexican  Department  of  Agriculture  and  by  an  inspector  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  or  by  separate  certificates  one  of 
which  is  signed  by  a  responsible  official  of  the  Mexican  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  the  other  signed  by  an  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture,  that  the  products  comply  with  subparagraphs  (1)  and  (2) 
above. 

(4)  Be  consigned  to  a  destination  within,  and  move  into  the  area  of  the  State 
of  Texas  comprising  the  counties  of  Cameron,  Hidalgo,  Starr,  and  Willacy, 
where  the  degree  of  infestation  of  the  pink  bollworm  is  comparable  to  that  in 
the  adjacent  specified  area  of  origin  in  the  State  of  Tamaulipas,  Mexico. 

(5)  After  importation,  be  handled  and  crushed  under  supervision  of "  an 
inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  regulations  supplemental  to  Domestic  Pink  Bollworm  Quar- 
antine No.  52  (7  CFR  §§  301.52-1  to  301.52-12),  as  applicable  to  cottonseed  pro- 
duced in  the  counties  of  Cameron,  Hidalgo,  Starr,  and  Willacy  of  the  State  of 
Texas. 

(6)  Be  imported  only  during  the  period  of  seasonal  operation  of  the  mills  for 
crushing  cottonseed  of  United  States  origin  under  supervision  of  inspectors  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

(b)  Cottonseed  hulls  to  be  eligible  for  importation  from  the  area  in  the  State 
of  Tamaulipas,  Mexico,  specified  in  §  319.8,  must  be  certified  by  an  inspector 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  as  having  been  produced  from 
cottonseed  originating  in  the  said  specified  area  and  from  cottonseed  which  was 
sterilized  during  the  ginning  process  and  thereafter  protected  from  contamina- 
tion in  manner  and  under  supervision  satisfactory  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine. 

This  revision  of  the  quarantine  and  regulations  shall  be  effective  on  and  after 
November  11,  1944,  and  shall  supersede  the  quarantin.e  and  regulations  pro- 
mulgated May  28,  1913,  and  amendments  thereto.

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ANNOUNCEMENTS  RELATING  TO  PINK  BOLLWORM 
QUARANTINE  (NO.  52) 

COTTON  PINK  BOLLWORM  QUARANTINE  REVISED 

November  8,  1944. 

The  pink  boll  worm  qunrantine  and  regulations  were  revised  effective  November 
9,  1944,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  announced  today,  to  add  to  the  regulated 
area  several  counties  in  southern  Texas  and  to  classify  as  heavily  infested  four 
Texas  counties  and  parts  of  two  others  in  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  that  were 
heretofore  considered  as  lightly  infested. 

As  an  additional  safeguard  in  the  movement  of  cottonseed,  the  new  regulations 
require  that  cottonseed  produced  in  heavily  infested  area  and  moved  to  con- 
tiguous lightly  infested  area  for  processing  is  subject  to  two  heat  treatments. 
Okra  seed  and  both  dry  and  edible  okra  pods  are  now  listed  with  the  restricted 
articles.  Only  the  fresh  pods  were  heretofore  included  and  they  may  continue 
to  be  certified  for  movement  from  the  regulated  areas. 

The  newly  regulated  counties  in  Texas  are  Aransas,  Atascosa,  Bee,  Caldwell, 
Gonzales,  Guadalupe,  Hays,  Karnes,  Refugio,  San  Patricio,  Wilson,  and  those 
parts  of  Live  Oak  and  IMcMullen  Counties  that  were  not  heretofore  under  regula- 
tion. The  Valley  counties  that  were  changed  in  status  from  lightly  infested  to 
heavily  infested  area  are  Cameron,  Hidalgo,  Starr,  Willacy,  and  parts  of  El 
Paso  and  Hudspeth, 

The  area  now  under  regulation  is  made  up  of  southern  and  south-central 
Arizona  and  New  Mexico,  two  parishes  and  part  of  a  third  in  southwestern 
Louisiana,  and  64  entire  Texas  counties  and  parts  of  2  others  located  in  the  Pan- 
handle and  Big  Bend  areas  on  the  west,  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley,  and  the 
Coastal  Bend  on  the  east.  This  new  order  supersedes  all  previous  revisions  of  the 
quarantine.

PINK  BOLLWORM  QUARANTINE 

(Quarantine  No.  52) 
introductory  note 

This  revision  of  the  quarantine  and  regulations  is  made  primarily  for  the 
pui-pose  of  extending  the  regulated  areas  to  include  recently  found  infestations 
of  the  pink  bollworm  in  southern  Texas ;  to  classify  as  heavily  infested  certain 
counties  that  were  heretofore  considered  as  lightly  infested ;  to  place  additional 
restrictions,  at  point  of  origin  or  destination,  on  the  movement  of  cottonseed 
produced  in  heavily  infested  areas  to  designated  oil  mills  located  within  con- 
tiguous lightly  infested  areas  (§301.52^  (c))  ;  and  to  remove  restrictions  with 
regard  to  the  production  of  okra  in  lightly  infested  areas.  The  newly  added 
area  is  comprised  of  the  Texas  counties  of  Aransas,  Atascosa,  Bee,  Caldwell, 
Gonzales,  Guadalupe,  Hays,  Karnes,  Refugio,  San  Patricio,  Wilson,  and  those 
parts  of  McMullen  and  Live  Oak  Counties  not  heretofore  under  regulation.  Al- 
though no  pink  bollworms  were  found  at  gins  or  in  the  cotton  fields  of  Aransas, 
Atascosa,  Gonzales,  Guadalupe,  Hays,  and  McMtlllen  Counties,  it  is  necessary 
to  include  them  because  they  are  part  of  a  continuous  area  without  natural 
barriers  in  which  there  is  intercounty  ginning. 

The  requirement  for  the  certification  of  cotton  linters  produced  from  sterilized 
cottonseed  in  authorized  oil  mills  for  interstate  movement  from  all  regulated 
areas  has  been  incorporated  in  the  revised  regulations  as  paragraph  (b)  of 
§  301.52^. 

DETERMINATION  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  AGRICULTURE 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  having  determined  that  it  was  necessary  to  quar- 
antine the  States  of  Arizona,  Louisiana,  New  Mexico,  and  Texas  to  prevent  the 
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spread  of  infestations  of  the  pink  bollworm  (Pectinopliora  gossijpiella  Saund.), 
a  dangerous  insect  new  to  and  not  theretofore  widely  prevalent  or  distributed 
within  and  throughout  the  United  States,  and  having  given  the  public  hearing 
required  by  law,  promulgated  a  revision  of  Notice  of  Quarantine  301.52,  part  301, 
chapter  III,  title  7,  Code  of  Federal  Regulations,  and  regulations  supplemental 
thereto,  governing  the  movement  of  carriers  of  the  pink  bollworm  from  any  of  the 
above-named  States  into  or  through  any  other  State  or  Territory  or  District  of 
the  United  States,  5?  §301.52-1  to  301.52-12,  inclusive,  part  301,  chapter  III,  title

The  Secretary  has  determined  that  it  is  necessary  to  extend  the  regulated 
areas  in  Texas,  to  classify  as  heavily  infested  area  certain  counties  heretofore 
designated  as  lightly  infested,  to  make  certain  revisions  with  respect  to  the  inter- 
state movement  of  okra  and  cottonseed,  and  to  make  other  modifications, 

OBDEB  OF  THE  SECEETABY  OF  AGBICULTUEE 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  by  sec- 
tion 8  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20, 1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  1940 
ed.  161),  the  subpart  entitled  "Pink  Bollworm"  of  part  301,  chapter  III,  title  7, 
Code  of  Federal  Regulations  [B.  E.  P.  Q. — Q.  52,  as  revised]  is  hereby  further 
revised  to  read  as  follows  :

§  301.52.  Notice  of  Quarantine. — Under  the  authority  conferred  by  section  8 
of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.''C.  1940  ed. 
161),  rhe  Secretary  of  Agriculture  quarantines  the  States  of  Arizona,  Louisiana, 
New  Mexico,  and  Texas  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  pink  bollworm.  Hereafter 
(1)  okra,  including  all  parts  of  the  plant;  (2)  cotton,  wild  cotton,  including  all 
parts  of  either  cotton  or  wild  cotton  plants,  seed  cotton,  cotton  lint,  linters,  and 
all  other  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton  fiber,  gin  waste,  cottonseed,  cottonseed 
hulls,  cottonseed  cake,  and  meal;  (3)  bagging  and  other  containers  and  wrappers 
of  cotton  and  cotton  products;  (4)  railway  cars,  boats,  and  other  vehicles  which 
have  been  used  in  conveying  regulated  cotton  products  or  which  are  fouled  with 
such  products;  (5)  when  contaminated  with  regulated  cotton  products,  any  other 
commodities,  including  farm  products,  farm  household  goods,  and  farm  equip- 
ment; shall  not  be  shipped,  offered  for  shipment  to  a  common  carrier,  received 
for  transportation  or  transported  by  a  common  carrier,  or  carried,  transported, 
moved,  or  allowed  to  be  moved  from  the  States  of  Arizona,  Louisiana,  New  Mexico, 
or  Texas  into  or  through  any  other  State  or  Territory  or  District  of  the  United 
States  in  manner  or  method  or  under  conditions  otlier  than  those  prescribed  in 
the  regulations  supplemental  hereto  and  amendments  thereof:  Provided,  That 
the  restrictions  of  this  quarantine  and  of  the  regulations  supplemental  hereto 
may  be  limited  to  such  areas,  within  the  quarantined  States,  as  are  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  regulated  areas,  ade- 
quate, in  his  judgment,  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  pink  bollworm,  except  that 
any  such  limitation  shall  be  conditioned  upon  the  aifected  State  or  States  pro- 
viding for  and  enforcing  the  control  of  the  intrastate  movement  of  the  restricted 
articles  under  the  conditions  which  apply  to  their  interstate  movement  under 
provisions  of  the  Federal  quarantine  regulations,  currently  existing,  and  upon 
their  enforcing  such  control  and  sanitation  measures  with  respect  to  such  areas 
or  iX)rtions  thereof  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  shall  be 
deemed  adequate  to  prevent  the  intrastate  spread  therefrom  of  the  said  insect 
infestation:  Provided  further.  That  whenever,  in  any  year,  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  shall  find  that  facts  exist  as  to  the 
pest  risk  involved  in  the  movement  of  one  or  more  of  the  articles  to  which  the 
regulations  supplemental  hereto  apply  making  it  safe  to  modify,  by  making  less 
stringent,  the  restrictions  contained  in  any  such  regulations,  he  shall  set  forth 
and  publish  such  finding  in  administrative  instructions,  specifying  the  manner 
in  which  the  applicable  regulation  shall  be  made  less  stringent,  whereupon  such 
modification  shall  become  effective  for  such  i>eriod  and  for  such  regulated  area 
or  portion  thereof  as  shall  be  specified  in  said  administrative  instructions,  and 
every  reasonable  effort  shall  be  made  to  give  publicity  to  such  administrative 
instructions  throughout  the  affected  areas. 
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Requisitions 
meaning  of  terms 

§  301.52-1.  Definitions. — For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  the  following- 
words,  names,  and  terms  shall  be  construed  respect ivelj'  to  mean  : 

(a)  Pink  hollwonn. — The  insect  known  as  the  pink  boUworm  of  cotton  (Pec- 
tinophora  gossyiyicUa  Saund.),  in  any  stage  of  development. 

(b)  Cotton  and  cotton  products. — Cotton  and  wild  cotton  plants  of  the  genera 
(iossi/piuni  and  Tliurhcria,  and  products  of  these  plants,  including  seed  cotton; 
cottonseed ;  cotton  lint  and  linters,  and  all  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton  fiber ; 
cottonseed  hulls,  cake,  and  meal ;  gin  waste ;  and  all  other  parts  of  such  plants. 

(c)  Seed  cotton. — All  forms  of  cotton  lint  from  which  the  seed  has  not  been 
separated. 

(,d)  Lint. — All  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton  fiber  except  linters. 

(e)  Linters. — All  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton  fiber  separated  from  cotton 
seed  after  the  lint  has  been  removed. 

(f)  Certificate. — An  approved  document  issued  by  an  inspector  evidencing  the 
apparent  freedom  of  restricted  articles  from  the  pest. 

(g)  Limited  permit. — An  approved  document  issued  by  an  inspector  to  allow 
movement  of  noncertified,  restricted  articles  to  or  from  authorized  and  desig- 
nated gins,  oil  mills,  and  processing  or  manufacturing  plants.  Limited  permits 
will  cover  all  interstate  movements  of  restricted  articles  while  in  the  process  of 
being  made  eligible  for  certification. 

(h)  Dealer-carrier  permit. — An  approved  document  issued  to  persons  or  firms 
engaged  in  ginning,  manufacturing,  or  processing  restricted  articles  for  subse- 
quent interstate  movement  from  regulated  areas,  and  to  persons  or  fiims  moving 
restricted  articles  interstate  from  regulated  areas. 

(i)  Infestatimi,  or  infested  areas. — Infested  by  pink  boUworm. 

(j)  Moved  or  movement. — Shipped,  offered  for  shipment  to  a  common  carrier, 
received  for  transportation  or  transported  by  a  common  carrier,  or  carried,  trans- 
ported, moved,  or  allowed  to  be  moved  by  any  person  from  any  regulated  area 
interstate  to  points  outside  thereof, 

(k)  Inspector. — An  authorized  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

(1)  OTcra  (HiUscus  esculentus). — Okra  plants  and  products  of  the  plants 
including  seed  and  edible  and  dry  pods. 

AREAS  UNDER  REGULATION 

§  301.52-2.  Regulated  areas. — The  following  areas  are  hereby  designated  as 
regulated  areas  within  the  meaning  of  these  regulations  and  are  further  classed 
as  heavily  or  lightly  infested : 

Heavily  infested  areas. — Texas. — Counties  of  Brewster,  Cameron,  Culberson, 
Jeft  Davis,  Hidalgo,  Hudspeth,  Presidio,  Starr,  Terrell,  Willacy,  and  that  part 
of  El  Paso  County  lying  east  of  an  imaginary  line  extending  due  north  from 
the  Texas-Mexico  boundary  to  the  point  near  U.  S.  Highway  80,  where  sees.  4, 
5,  8  and  9,  T.  29  S.,  R.  4  E.  have  a  common  corner ;  thence  due  north  to  the 
Texas-New  Mexico  boundary. 

Lightly  infested  areas. — Arizona. — Counties  of  Cochise,  Graham,  Greenlee, 
Maricopa,  Pinal,  and  Santa  Cruz,  and  all  of  Pima  County '  except  that  part 
lying  west  of  the  western  boundary  line  of  range  8  east. 

Louisiana. — The  entire  parishes  of  Cameron  and  Calcasieu  and  that  part  of 
Jefferson  Davis  Parish  lying  south  of  the  township  line  between  Tps.  8  and  9  S. 

New  Mexico. — Counties  of  Chaves,  Dona  Ana,  Eddy,  Grant,  Hidalgo,  Lea,  Luna, 
Otero,  Sierra,  Socorro,  and  Valencia. 

Texas. — Counties  of  Andrews,  Aransas,  Atascosa,  Bee,  Brazoria,  Brooks,  Cald- 
well, Calhoun,  Concho,  Crane,  Dawson,  Dimmit,  Duval,  Ector,  Frio,  Gaines, 
Glasscock,  Gonzales,  Guadalupe,  Hays,  Howard,  Irion,  Jim  Hogg,  Jim  Wells, 
Karnes,  Kenedy,  Kleberg,  La  Salle,  Live  Oak,  Loving,  Martin,  Matagorda,  Mav- 
erick, McMullen,  Midland,  Mitchell,  Nueces,  Pecos,  Reeves,  Refugio,  San  Patricio, 
Schleicher,  Sterling,  Terry,  Tom  Green,  Upton,  Ward,  Webb,  Wilson,  Winkler, 
Yoakum,  Zapata,  and  Zavala ;  that  part  of  Coke  County  lying  southwest  of  and 
including  the  right-of-way  of  Highway  No.  87;  that  part  of  El  Paso  County  lying 
west  of  an  imaginary  line  extending  due  north  from  the  Texas-Mexico  boundary

to  the  point  near  U.  S.  Highway  80  where  sees.  4,  5,  8  and  9,  T.  29  S.,  R.  4  E. 
have  a  common  corner ;  thence  due  north  to  the  Texas-New  Mexico  boundary ; 
and  that  part  of  Jackson  County  lying  south  of  a  line  beginning  at  a  point 
where  East  Carancahua  Creek  crosses  the  Jackson-Matagorda  County  line; 
thence  southwestward  along  East  Carancahua  Creek  and  Carancahua  Bay  to 
the  southeast  corner  of  a  2,408-acre  tract  belonging  to  L.  Ward  out  of  the  James 
Pierce  survey ;  thence  west  along  the  south  line  of  the  above-described  Ward 
tract  to  the  east  line  of  the  James  Morgan  survey ;  thence  north  along  the  east 
line  of  the  James  Morgan  survey  about  1,660  varas  to  the  northeast  corner  of 
the  1,943-acre  league  out  of  the  James  Morgan  survey  owned  by  the  Mrs.  Addie 
Coats'  Estate ;  thence  west  along  the  north  line  of  the  above-described  league 
owned  by  the  Mrs.  Addie  Coats'  Estate  to  the  left  (east)  bank  of  the  Lavaca 
Kiver ;  thence  southward  along  the  left  bank  of  the  Lavaca  River  and  Lavaca 
Bay  to  the  Calhoun- Jackson  County  line  (.that  part  of  the  line  from  the  East 
Carancahua  Creek  and  Carancahua  Bay  to  the  Lavaca  River  being  the  northern 
boundary  of  the  B.  F.  Ward  School  District  (No.  15)  of  Jackson  County). 

EESTEICTED  AETICLES 

§  301.52-3.  Articles  the  interstate  movement  of  which  is  restricted  or  pro- 
MMted. —  (a)  Articles  prohibited  movement. — The  interstate  movement  from 
any  regulated  area  of  gin  trash  and  cotton  waste  from  gins  and  mills,  and  all 
untreated  or  unmanufactured  cotton  products  (other  than  seed  cotton,  cotton 
lint  and  linters,  either  baled  or  unbaled,  cottonseed,  cottonseed  hulls,  and  cotton- 
seed meal  and  cake)  is  prohibited. 

(b)  Articles  the  interstate  movement  of  ivhich  is  limited. 

(1)  Seed  cotton. — The  interstate  movement  of  seed  cotton  will  be  allowed 
only  from  lightly  infested  area  to  contiguous  regulated  area  for  the  purpose 
of  ginning  for  which  movement  no  permit  is  required. 

(2)  Cottonseed  produced  in  heavily  infested  area. — The  interstate  move- 
ment of  cottonseed  produced  within  a  heavily  infested  area  to  points  outside 
such  area  will  be  limited  to  contiguous  lightly  infested  area  under  the  condi- 
tions provided  in  §  301.52-4  (c)  (2)  either  for  planting  therein  or  for  processing 
in  designated  authorized  oil  mills. 

(c)  Articles  authorized  interstate  movement. — Cotton  lint  and  linters,  either 
baled  or  unbaled,  cottonseed  produced  in  lightly  infested  area,  cottonseed  hulls, 
meal,  and  cake,  and  okra  may  be  moved  interstate  (1)  from  regulated  area  to 
points  outside  thereof,  or  (2)  from  regulated  area  to  noncontiguous  regulated 
area,  or  (3)  from  heavily  infested  to  contiguous  lightly  infested  area,  only  when 
accompanied  by  a  certificate  or  permit  as  hereinafter  provided.  No  certificates 
or  permits  are  required  for  the  interstate  movement  of  articles  listed  in  this 
paragraph  from  a  lightly  infested  area  to  a  contiguous,  lightly  or  heavily 
infested  area,  or  from  a  heavily  infested  area  to  a  contiguous  heavily  infested 
area. 

COXDITIOXS  OF  ISSUAXCE  OF  CEETIFICATES  OE,  PEEMITS 

§301.52-4.  Conditions  governing  the  issuance  of  certificates. —  (a)  Cotton 
lint. — A  certificate  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movem-ent  of  baled  cotton 
lint  originating  in  a  regulated  area  when  said  cotton  lint  has  been  produced 
in  an  approved  gin  and  has  been  given  any  one  of  the  following  treatments 
under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector  and  subsequently  protected  from  con- 
tamination :  (1)  Passed  in  bat  form  between  approved  heavy  steel  rollers  set  not 
more  than  i/ci-inch  apart;  or  (2)  given  approved  vacuum  fumigation;  or  (3) 
given  standard  or  high  density  compression :  Provided,  That  lint  cotton  from 
Presidio  and  Brewster  Counties,  Tex.  (part  of  the  heavily  infested  area)  may 
be  moved  interstate  only  when  treated  as  specified  under  above  subparagraphs 
(1)  or  (2)  of  this  paragraph. 

(b)  Cotton  linters. — Certificates  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement 
of  linters  from  any  regulated  area  when  produced  from  sterilized  seed  in  an 
approved  oil  mill,  and  subsequently  protected  from  contamination. 

(c)  Cottonseed. 

(1)  From  lightly  infested  area. — A  certificate  may  be  issued  for  the  inter- 
state movement  of  cottonseed  originating  in  a  lightly  infested  area,  to  any  desti- 
nation, when  produced  in  an  approved  gin  within  the  area  after  said  seed  has 
been  heated  to  a  temperature  of  150°  F.  for  a  minimum  period  of  30  seconds, 
as  a  part  of  the  continuous  process  of  ginning,  under  the  supervision  of  an 
inspector,  and  subsequently  protected  from  contamination:  Provided,  That  beat 
treatment  incidental  to  certification  may  be  accomplished  at  plants  designated  by 
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the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entoniologj^  and  Plant  Quarantine  as  provided  in 
§  301.52-5. 

(2)  From  heavily  infested  area. — Limited  permits  may  be  issued  for  inter- 
state movement  of  cottonseed  originating  in  heavily  infested  area  after  the 
seed  has  been  treated  under  supervision  in  a  manner  prescribed  by  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  and  when  it  is  consigned 
only  to  contiguous  lightly  infested  area  for  planting  therein. 

All  other  cottonseed  originating  in  a  heavily  infested  area  will  be  authorized 
interstate  movement  under  a  limited  permit  only  to  contiguous  lightly  infested 
area  for  processing  therein  in  an  oil  mill  designated  and  authorized  by  authority 
of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  under  the 
following  conditions :  When  the  seed  has  been  treated  and  protected  as  pro- 
vided hereinabove  for  the  lightly  infested  area,  and  (a)  when  given  a  second 
heat  treatment  at  a  temperature  of  155'  F.  for  a  minimum  period  of  60  seconds 
under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector,  at  a  plant  operated  separate  and  apart 
from  the  gin  or  gins  which  applied  the  initial  heat  treatment  as  a  part  of  the 
continuous  process  of  ginning,  and  when  the  seed  has  been  subsequently  protected 
from  contamination;  or  (&)  when  the  seed  is  given,  under  the  supervision  of  an 
inspector,  the  foregoing  second  heat  treatment  at  the  designated  oil  mill,  on 
arrival.  The  cars  or  other  vehicles  conveying  the  seed  to  the  designated  oil 
mills  must  be  cleaned  and  sterilized,  under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector, 
immediately  after  unloading.  This  applies  to  seed  given  the  second  heat  treat- 
ment either  under  (a)  or  (&)  hereinabove  prescribed. 

(d)  Cotton  seed  hulls,  cake,  and  meal. — Certificates  may  be  issued  for  the 
interstate  movement  of  cottonseed  hulls,  cake,  and  meal  produced  from  sterilized 
seed  originating  in  a  regulated  area  when  these  products  have  been  processed 
in  an  authorized  oil  mill  under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector,  and  subsequently 
protected  from  contamination. 

(e)  Samples  of  eotton  lint  and  linters. — A  certificate  may  be  issued  for  the 
interstate  movement  of  samples  of  lint  cotton  and  linters  (approximately  li^ 
pounds)  originating  in  a  regulated  area  without  restrictions  other  than  that  the 
bales  of  lint  cotton  or  linters  from  which  the  samples  have  been  taken  have 
been  produced  in  an  approved  gin  or  oil  mill  and  subsequently  protected  from 
contamination. 

(f)  Okra. — Certificates  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  edible 
okra  produced  in  a  heavily  infested  area  under  any  one  of  the  following  con- 
ditions:  (1)  When  inspected  by  an  inspector  and  found  to  be  free  from  infesta- 
tion; (2)  when  produced  under  such  conditions  as  to  render  it  free  from  infesta- 
tion; (3)  when  processed  or  treated  in  accordance  with  methods  which  may  be 
determined  and  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine.  Okra  produced  in  a  lightly  infested  area  under  such  conditions  as 
to  render  it  free  from  infestation  may  move  interstate  without  treatment  or 
certification. 

PERMITS  FOE  UMITED  MOVEMENT 

§  301.52-5.  Limited  permits. — Limited  permits  will  be  issued  for  the  move- 
ment of  noncertified,  restricted  articles  to  such  gins,  oil  mills,  or  processing  or 
manufacturing  plants  as  may  be  authorized  and  designated  by  authority  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  for  manufacturing, 
processing,  or  treatment  incidental  to  preparing  such  products  for  certification. 
As  a  condition  of  such  authorization  and  designation,  operators  of  gins,  oil  mills, 
or  manufacturing,  or  processing  plants  must  agree  in  writing  to  handle  restricted 
articles  as  to  segregation  of  processed  and  nonprocessed  products,  efficient  func- 
tioning of  processing  equipment,  disposition  of  waste,  use  of  uncontaminated 
containers  of  processed  products,  prevention  of  contamination  of  processed 
products,  and  the  maintenance  of  identity  of  regulated  and  nonregulated  products 
necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  pink  bollworm ;  and  to  maintain  such 
other  sanitary  safeguards  and  restrictions  against  the  establishment  and  spread 
of  infestation  as  may  be  required  by  the  inspector. 

ARTICLES  ORIGINATING  IN  NONREGULATED  AREA 

§  301.52-6  Restricted  articles  originating  outside  the  regulated  area. — Re- 
stricted articles  originating  outside  the  regulated  area  may  be  certified  for  inter- 
state movement  from  a  regulated  area  without  processing,  treatment,  or  sterili- 
zation :  Provided,  That  while  in  the  regulated  area  these  products  have  been 
handled  and  stored  in  such  a  manner  as  to  maintain  identity,  and  as  to  prevent 
infestation  or  contamination  with  other  restricted  articles  originating  in  the 
regulated  area. 
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CLEANING  OF  CARS,  CONTAINERS,  AND  OTHER  COMMODITIES 

§  301.52-7.  Cleaning  or  treating  requirements  of  other  articles  when  contami- 
nated ivith  cotton  or  cotton  products  originating  within  a  regulated  area. — When 
contaminated  with  cotton  or  cotton  products  originating  within  a  regulated  area, 
railway  cars,  trucks,  or  other  vehicles,  cotton  bagging,  or  other  containers  of 
cotton,  cotton  processing  machinery,  farm  household  goods,  farm  equipment,  farm 
products,  or  any  other  articles  shall  not  be  moved  interstate  from  a  regulated 
area  until  freed  from  such  contamination  to  the  satisfaction  of  an  inspector, 
after  which  cleaning  or  treatment  no  certificate  or  permit  will  be  required  except 
for  cotton  bagging,  or  other  containers  of  cotton,  and  cotton  processing  machinery. 

DEALHRrCARRIER  PERMITS 

§  301.52-8.  Dealer-carrier  permits. — ^As  a  condition  of  issuance  of  certificates 
or  limited  permits  for  the  interstate  movement  of  restricted  articles  handled 
by  persons  or  firms  engaged  in  purchasing,  assembling,  ginning,  processing,  or 
carrying  such  restricted  articles  originating  or  stored  in  regulated  areas,  such 
persons  or  firms  shall  make  application  for  a  dealer-carrier  permit  to  the  Bureau 
of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  San  Antonio  6,  Tex.,  and  agree  to  main- 
tain an  accurate  record  of  receipts  and  sales,  shipments  or  services,  when  so 
required  (which  record  shall  be  available  at  all  times  for  examination  by  an 
inspector),  and  agree  to  carry  out  any  and  all  conditions,  treatments,  precau- 
tions, and  sanitary  measures  which  may  be  required. 

CERTIFICATES  MAY  BE  CANCELED 

§  301.52-9.  Cancelation  of  certificates. — ^Any  certificates,  limited  permits,  or 
dealer-carrier  permits  issued  under  these  regulations  may  be  withdrawn  or 
canceled  and  further  certificates  or  permits  refused,  whenever,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  the  further  use  of  such 
certificates  or  permits  might  result  in  the  dissemination  of  the  pink  bollworm. 

TREATMENT  METHODS  SUBJECT  TO  CHANGE 

§  301.52-10.  Alternate  treatments  to  fee  prescrided  'by  the  Chief  of  the  Bu- 
reau.— When  more  effective  methods  of  treatment,  processing,  or  sterilization 
shall  have  been  developed  or  when  methods  of  treatment,  processing,  or  steriliza- 
tion as  stipulated  in  the  regulations  hereof  are  found  unsatisfactory  by  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  he  is  authorized  to  alter 
them  or  substitute  other  requirements. 

CERTIFICATION  AND  MARKING 

§  301.52-11.  General  certification  provisions  and  marking  and  labeling  require- 
ments.— To  obtain  certificates  or  limited  permits  under  these  regulations  applica- 
tion shall  be  made  either  to  the  local  inspector  or  to  the  Bureau  of  Entomology 
and  Plant  Quarantine,  Federal  Building,  San  Antonio  6,  Tex.^ 

Certificates  or  permits  required  under  these  regulations  shall  be  securely 
attached  to  the  outside  of  each  container  of  restricted  articles,  or,  in  the  case  of 
carlot  or  bulk  shipments  by  freight,  to  the  waybills  or  other  shipping  papers 
which  accompany  the  shipment.  In  the  case  of  movement  by  road  vehicle,  such 
certificate  or  i>ermit  shall  accompany  the  vehicle.  Each  container  of  restricted 
articles  so  moved  shall  bear  such  marking  and  labeling  as  may  be  necessary, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector,  to  identify  the  material. 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  shall  not  be  responsible  for 
any  costs  incident  to  inspection  or  treatment,  other  than  the  services  of 
inspectors. 

ARTICLES  FOR  EXPERIMENTAL  AND  SCIENTIFIO  PURPOSES 

§  301.52-12.  Shipments  for  experimental  and  scientific  purposes. — Products  and 
articles  subject  to  restriction  in  these  regulations  may  be  moved  interstate  for 
experimental  or  scientific  purposes,  on  such  conditions  and  under  su'^'h  safeguards 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quar- 
antine. The  container  of  articles  so  moved  shall  bear,  securely  attached  to  the 
outside  thereof,  an  identifying  tag  from  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine  showing  compliance  with  such  conditions.

PINK  BOLLWORM  QUARANTINE  REGULATIONS  MODIFIED 
B.  E.  P.  Q.  493,  Fourth  RE^'ISI0N 

INTRODITCTOBY  NOTE 

Under  the  pink  bollworm  quarantine  regulations  which  are  being  revised 
simultaneously  with  the  issuance  of  these  instructions,  the  interstate  movement 
of  lint  cotton  from  regulated  area  is  conditioned  upon  its  production  in  an  ap- 
proved gin  and  on  the  application  of  one  of  three  designated  types  of  treatment 
(§  301.52-4  (a) ).  In  a  number  of  counties  in  northwestern  Texas  and  adjacent 
area  in  New  Mexico,  the  pink  bollworm  occurs  only  from  time  to  time,  several 
years  elapsing  in  a  given  county  between  findings  of  infestation.  It  is  therefore 
considered  safe,  under  present  conditions,  to  lift  the  treatment  requirements  on 
baled  cotton  lint  originating  in  such  lightly  infested  counties,  when  it  is  ginned 
and  protected  as  required  in  these  instructions. 

§  301.52-4b.  Administrative  instructions  designating  the  area  in  which  baled 
cotton  lint  may  be  moved  from  certain  lightly  infested  areas  in  New  Mexico  and 
Texas  without  treatment. — Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  by  the  second  proviso  of 
§  301.52,  Chapter  III,  Title  7,  Code  of  Federal  Regulations  [Notice  of  Quarantine 
No.  52,  on  account  of  the  pink  bollworm],  and  having  determined  that  facts  exist 
as  to  the  pest  risk  involved  which  make  it  safe  to  modify,  by  making  less  stringent, 
the  restrictions  contained  in  paragraph  (a)  of  §  301.52-4,  notice  is  hereby  given 
that  certificates  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  baled  cotton  lint, 
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Avitlioiit  (rcnliiHMit  Irom  the  following-designated  counties  when  the  lint  has  been 
produced  in  an  authorized  gin  and  subsequently  protected  from  contamination: 
New  Mexico :  Lea  County. 

Texas:  Counties  of  Andrews,  Concho,  Dawson,  Ector,  Gaines,  Glasscock, 
Howard,  Irion,  Martin,  Midland,  Mitchell,  Schleicher,  Sterling,  Terry,  Tom  Green, 
Yoakum,  and  the  regulated  part  of  Coke  County. 

These  instructions  supersede  those  in  circular  B.  E.  P.  Q.  493,  third  revision, 
dated  April  12,  1944,  and  shall  become  effective  November  9,  1944.

ANNOUNCEMENTS  RELATING  TO  WHITE-FRINGED 
BEETLE  QUARANTINE  (NO.  72) 

November  24,  1944. 

WHITE-FRINGED  BEETLE  QUARANTINE  REGULATIONS  REVISED 

Tlie  white-fringed  beetle  quarantine  and  regulations  were  revised,  effective 
November  25, 1944,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  announced  today,  for  the  purpose 
of  extending  the  regulated  areas  to  include  additional  sections  in  which  the 
beetles  have  been  located,  and  to  remove  from  the  regulated  area  the  city  of 
Baton  Rouge,  La.,  and  vicinity,  where  a  light,  isolated  infestation  formerly 
existed. 

Most  of  the  newly  added  sections  represent  minor  extensions  in  counties  in 
Alabama  and  Mississippi  that  were  within  the  regulated  area  in  part.  The  addi- 
tions in  new  counties  and  parishes  include  a  section  in  Tangipahoa  Parish,  La., 
where  an  established  infestation  was  found  at  Amite;  a  small  area  at  Piney 
Woods,  in  Rankin  County,  Miss. ;  and  in  the  North  Carolina  area,  Eagles  Island, 
near  Wilmington,  and  part  of  a  township  in  Pender  County.  There  were  no 
additions  to  the  regulated  areas  in  northwestern  Florida. 

Intensive  inspection  for  the  beetles  was  made  during  the  1944  season  by  Federal 
and  State  inspectors  throughout  the  trade  districts  and  along  transportation 
lines  within  a  radius  of  50  miles  of  known  infested  areas,  and  a  survey  was  made 
over  large  parts  of  North  Carolina  and  South  Carolina — 26  counties — for  such 
infestations.  In  this  survey  beetles  were  found  at  several  places  in  North  Caro- 
lina which  are  not  now  being  placed  under  Federal  quarantine,  because  these 
incipient  infestations  are  limited  in  area  and  the  slight  hazard  of  spread  involved 
is  adequately  covered  by  State  quarantine.

The  additions  in  new 
counties  and  parishes  include  Amite,  La.,  and  viciuity,  in  Tangipahoa  Parish;  a 
small  area  at  Piney  Woods,  Rankin  County,  Miss. ;  Eagles  Island,  in  Brunswick 
County,  X.  C,  near  Wilmington,  and  part  of  a  township  in  Pender  Cotmty,  X.  C.

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  having  determined  that  it  was  necessary  to  quar- 
antine the  States  of  Alabama.  Florida.  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  and  Xorth  Carolina 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  introduced  species  of  the  genus  Pantomorus,  subgenus 
Graphognathus.  commonly  known  as  white-fringed  beetles,  not  theretofore  widely 
prevalent  or  distributed  within  and  throughout  the  United  States,  and  having 
given  the  public  hearing  required  by  law,  promulgated  a  revision  of  Xotice  of 
Quarantine  301.72,  part  301,  chapter  III,  title  7,  Code  of  Federal  Regulations, 
and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  governing  the  movement  of  live  white- 
fringed  beetles  in  any  stage  of  development  and  carriers  thereof.  §§  301.72  to 
301.72-9,  inclusive,  Part  301,  chapter  III,  Code  of  Federal  Regulations  (B.  E.

§301.72.  Xotice  of  quarantine. — Under  the  authority  conferred  by  section  8 
of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  1940  ed. 
161),  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  quarantines  the  States  of  Alabama,  Florida, 
Louisiana,  Mississippi,  and  Xorth  Carolina  to  prevent  the  spread  of  dangerous 
infestations  of  introduced  species  of  the  genus  Pantomorus.  subgenus  Grapliogna- 
tlius,  commonly  knpwn  as  white-fringed  beetles,  and  under  authority  contained 
in  the  aforesaid  Plant  Quarantine  Act  and  the  Insect  Pest  Act  of  March  3,  1905 
(7  U.  S.  C.  1940  ed.  141,  143),  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  prescribes  regulations. 
Hereafter  the  following  articles  (as  specifically  named  in  the  regulations 
supplemental  hereto,  in  modifications  thereof,  or  in  administrative  instructions 
as  provided  in  the  regulations  supplemental  hereto),  which  are  capable  of  carry- 
ing the  afore.said  insect  infestations,  viz.  (1)  nursery  stock  and  other  stipulated 
plants  or  plant  products;  (2)  soil  independent  of,  or  in  connection  with,  nursery 
stock,  plants,  or  other  products;  and  (3)  other  articles  as  stipulated  in  §  301.72-3  ; 
also  (4)  live  white-fringed  beetles  in  any  stage  of  development,  shall  not  be 
transported  by  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  from  any  quarantined  State 
into  or  through  any  other  State  or  Territory  or  District  of  the  United  States, 
under  conditions  other  than  those  prescribed  in  the  regulation^  supplemental 
hereto:  Provided,  That  the  restrictions  of  this  quarantine  and  of  the  regula- 
tions supplemental  hereto  may  be  limited  to  such  areas,  within  the  quarantined 
States,  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture as  regulated  areas,  adequate,  in  his  judgment,  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
the  white-fringed  beetles,  except  that  an,y  such  limitation  shall  be  conditioned 
upon  the  affected  State  or  States  providing  for  and  enforcing  the  control  of 
the  intrastate  movement  of  the  restricted  articles  under  the  conditions  which 
apply  to  their  interstate  movement  in  provisions  of  the  Federal  quarantine 
regulations,  currently  existing,  and  upon  their  enforcing  such  control  and  sani- 
tation measures  with  respect  to  such  areas  or  portions  thereof  as,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  shall  be  deemed  adequate  to  prevent  the 
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intrastate  spread  therefrom  of  the  said  insect  infestation :  And  provided  further, 
That  whenever,  in  any  year,  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine  shall  find  that  facts  exist  as  to  the  pest  risk  involved,  in  the  move- 
ment of  one  or  more  of  the  articles  to  which  the  regulations  supplemental  hereto 
apply,  making  it  safe  to  modify,  by  making  less  stringent,  the  restrictions  con- 
tained in  any  such  regulations,  he  shall  set  forth  and  publish  such  finding  in 
administrative  instructions,  specifying  the  manner  in  which  the  applicable  regu- 
lations should  be  made  less  stringent,  whereupon  such  modification  shall  become 
effective,  lor  such  period  and  for  such  regulated  area  or  portion  thereof  as  shall 
be  specified  in  said  administrative  instructions,  and  every  reasonable  effort 
shall  be  made  to  give  publicity  to  such  administrative  instructions  throughout 
the  affected  areas. 

Regulations 
meaning  of  terms 

§  301.72-1  Definitions. —  (a)  The  pests. — Species  of  the  genus  Pantomorus,  sub- 
genus Graphognathus,  commonly  known  as  white-fringed  beetles,  in  any  stage 
of  development. 

(b)  Regulated  area. — Any  area  in  a  quarantined  State  which  is  now,  or  which 
may  hereafter  be,  designated  as  regulated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  §  301.72,  as  revised. 

(c)  Restricted  articles. — Products  or  articles  of  any  character  whatsoever, 
the  interstate  movement  of  which  is  restricted  by  the  provisions  of  the  white- 
fringed  beetle  quarantine,  and  the  regulations  supplemental  thereto, 

(d)  Nursery  stock. — Forest,  field,  and  greenhouse-grown  annual  or  peren- 
nial plants,  for  planting  purposes. 

(e)  Inspector. — Duly  authorized  Federal  plant-quarantine  inspector. 

(f)  Certificate. — An  approved  document,  issued  by  an  inspector,  authorizing 
the  movement  of  restricted  articles  from  the  regulated  areas. 

(g)  Limited  permit. — An  approved  document,  issued  by  an  inspector,  to  allow 
controlled  movement  of  noncertified  articles  to  designated  and  authorized  destina- 
tions for  processing  or  other  restricted  handling. 

(h)  Administrative  instructions. — Documents  issued  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  relating  to  the  enforcement  of  the 
quarantine. 

(i)  Infested  or  infestation. — Infested  by  white-fringed  beetles,  in  any  stage  of 
development.    (See  (a)  above.) 

(j)  Infested  area. — That  portion  of  the  regulated  area  in  which  infestation 
exists,  or  in  the  vicinity  of  which  infestatioi;  is  known  to  exist  under  such  con- 
ditions as  to  expose  the  area  to  infestation  by  natural  spread  of  beetles,  as 
determined  by  an  authorized  inspector.

ARTICLES  PEOHIBITED  MOVEMENT 

§  301.72-2a.  Beetles  prohitited  shipment. — The  interstate  shipping  of  living 
white-fringed  beetles  in  any  stage  of  development,  whether  moved  independent  of 
or  in  connection  with  any  other  article,  is  prohibited,  except  as  provided  in  para- 
graph (b)  of  §  301.72-9. 

ARTICSLES  EESTEICTED  MO\TEMENT 

§  301.72-3.  Restricted  articles. — Except  as  provided  in  administrative  instruc- 
tions, the  interstate  movement  of  the  following  articles  from  any  regulated  area 
is  restricted  throughout  the  year : 

(a)  Soil,  sand,  gravel,  clay,  peat,  or  muck,  whether  moved  independent  of,  or 
in  connection  with  or  attached  to  nursery  stock,  plants,  products,  articles,  or 
things. 

(b)  Compost,  manure,  moss,  and  leaf  mold. 

(c)  Nursery  stock. 

(d)  Grass  sod. 

(e)  Potatoes  (white). 

(f)  True  bulbs,  corms,  tubers,  and  rhizomes  of  ornamental  plants. 
(s)  Hay. 
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(h)  Peanuts  in  shells. 

(i)  Seed  cotton,  cottonseed,  and  baled  cotton  lint  and  linters. 
(j)  Scrap  metal  and  junk. 

(k)  Forest  products  such  as  cordwood,  stump  wood,  logs,  lumber,  timbers,  posts, 
poles,  and  cross  ties. 

(1)  Brick,  tile,  stone,  and  cinders. 

(m)  Concrete  slabs,  pipe,  and  building  blocks. 

(n)  Implements,  machinery,  equipment,  and  containers. 

CONDITIONS  OF   INTERSTATE  MOVEMENT 

§  301.72-4.  Conditions  governing  interstate  movement  of  restricted  articles. — 
(a)  Certification  required. — Restricted  articles  shall  not  be  moved  interstate 
from  a  regulated  area  to  or  through  any  point  outside  thereof  unless  accom- 
panied by  a  valid  inspection  certificate  issued  by  an  inspector :  Provided,  That 
certification  requirements  as  they  relate  to  part  or  all  of  any  regulated  area  may 
be  waived,  during  part  or  all  of  the  year,  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entonwl- 
ogy  and  Plant  Quarantine,  on  his  finding  and  giving  notice  thereof,  in  administra- 
tive instructions,  that  the  State  concerned  has  promulgated  and  enforced  adequate 
sanitary  measures  on  and  about  the  premises  on  which  restricted  articles  origi- 
nate or  are  retained,  or  that  adequate  volunteer  sanitary  measures  have  been 
applied,  or  that  other  control  or  natural  conditions  exist  which  have  eliminated 
the  risk  of  contamination  by  the  pests  in  any  stage  of  development. 

(b)  Use  of  certificate  on  shipments. — Unless  exempted  by  administrative 
instructions,  every  container-  of  restricted  articles  moved  interstate  from  any 
regulated  area  shall  have  securely  attached  to  the  outside  thereof  a  certificate 
or  permit  issued  in  compliance  with  these  regulations,  except  that  in  the  case 
of  shipments  in  bulk,  by  common  carrier,  a  master  permit  attached  to  the 
shipping  order,  manifest,  or  other  shipping  papers,  will  be  suflBcient.  In  the 
case  of  shipments  in  bulk  by  road  vehicle  other  than  common  carrier,  a  master 
permit  shall  accompany  the  vehicle.  Master  permits  shall  accompany  shipments 
to  destination  and  be  surrendered  to  consignees  on  delivery. 

(c)  Movement  v:itliin  continuous  areas  unrestricted. — No  certificates  are  re- 
quired for  interstate  movement  of  restricted  articles  when  such  movement  is 
wholly  within  continuous  regulated  areas. 

(d)  Articles  originating  outside  the  regulated  areas. — ^No  certificates  are  re- 
quired for  the  interstate  movement  of  restricted  articles  originating  outside  of 
the  regulated  areas  and  moving  through  or  from  a  regulated  area,  when  the 
point  of  origin  is  clearly  indicated,  when  their  identity  has  been  maintained, 
and  when  the  articles  are  protected,  while  in  the  regulated  area,  in  a  manner 
satisfactory  to  the  inspector. 

CONDITIONS  OF  CERTIFICATION 

§  301.72-5.  Conditions  governing  the  issuance  of  certificates  and  permits. — 
(a)  Approved  methods. — Certificates  authorizing  the  interstate  movement  of  soil, 
earth,  sand,  gravel,  clay,  peat,  muck,  or  compost  originating  in  noninfested  parts 
of  the  regulated  areas,  and  of  all  other  restricted  articles  from  any  part  of  the 
regulated  areas  may  be  issued  upon  determination  by  the  inspector  that  the 
articles  are  (1)  apparently  free  from  infestation;  or  (2)  have  been  treated,  fumi- 
gated, sterilized,  or  processed  under  approved  methods;  or  (3)  were  grown, 
produced,  manufactured,  stored,  or  handled  in  such  a  n>anner  that,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  inspector,  no  infestation  would  be  transmitted  thereby.  Certificates 
authorizing  the  interstate  movement  of  soil,  sand,  gravel,  clay,  peat,  muck,  or 
compost,  originating  in  an  infested  area  may  be  issued  only  when  such  materials 
have  been  treated  or  handled  under  methods  or  conditions  approved  by  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine. 

(b)  Limited  permits. — Limited  permits  may  be  issued  for  the  movercpent  of 
noncertified  restricted  articles  to  destinations  and  consignees  as  may  be  author- 
ized and  designated  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quaran- 
tine for  processing  or  other  handling.  As  a  condition  of  such  authorization  and 
designation,  persons  or  firms  shipping,  receiving,  or  transporting  such  articles 
may  be  required  to  agree  in  writing  to  maintain  such  sanitary  safeguards  against 
the  establishment  and  spread  of  infestation  and  to  comply  with  such  conditions 
as  to  the  maintenance  of  identity,  handling,  or  subsequent  movement  of  restricted 
products  and  cleaning  of  railway  cars,  trucks,  or  other  vehicles  used  in  the  trans- 
portation of  such  articles  as  may  be  required  by  the  inspector. 
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(c)  Dealer-carrier  permit. — As  a  condition  of  issuance  of  certificates  or  permits 
for  the  interstate  movement  of  restricted  articles,  persons  or  firms  engaged  in 
purchasing,  assembling,  exchanging,  processing,  or  carrying  such  restricted  arti- 
cles originating  or  stored  in  regulated  areas,  may  be  required  to  execute  a 
signed  agreement  stipulating  that  the  permittee  will  carry  out  any  and  all 
conditions,  treatments,  precautions,  and  sanitary  measures  which  may  be  deemed 
necessary. 

PROCEDURE  FOR  APPLICANTS 

§  301.72-G.  Assembly  of  restricted  articles  for  inspection. — Persons  intending 
to  move  restricted  articles,  the  certification  of  which  is  required,  interstate  from 
regulated  areas  shall  make  application  for  certification  as  far  as  possible  in 
advance  of  the  probable  date  of  shipment.  Applications  must  show  the  nature 
and  quantity  .of  articles  to  be  moved,  together  with  their  exact  location,  and 
if  practicable,  the  contemplated  date  of  shipment.  Applicants  for  inspection 
may  be  required  to  assemble  or  indicate  the  articles  to  be  shipped  so  that  they 
may  be  readily  examined  by  the  inspector. 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  will  not  be  responsible  for  any 
cost  incident  to  inspection  or  treatment  other  than  the  services  of  the  inspector. 

CERTIFICATES  AND  PERMITS  MAY  BE  CANCELED 

§  301.72-7.  Cancelation  of  certificates  or  permits. — Certificates  or  permits 
issued  under  these  regulations  may  be  withdrawn  or  canceled  and  further 
certification  refused  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  the  further  use  of  such  certificates  or  permits 
might  result  in  the  dissemination  of  infestation. 

CLEANING  OF  VEHICLES 

§  301.72-8.  Cleaning  of  freight  cars,  tt^ucks,  and  other  vehicles. — When  in  the 
judgment  of  the  inspector  a  hazard  of  spread  of  infestation  is  presented, 
thorough  cleaning  of  freight  cars,  trucks,  and  other  vehicles  may  be  required 
before  movement  interstate  to  points  outside  the  regulated  areas  when  such 
freight  cars,  trucks,  or  other  vehicles  have  been  used  for  the  transportation  of 
uncertified  restricted  articles  within  regulated  areas. 

SHIPMENTS  FOR  EXPERIMENTAL  OR  SCIENTIFIC  PURPOSES 

§301.72-9.  (a)  Articles  for  experimental  or  scientifiG  purposes. — Articles  sub- 
ject to  restrictions  may  be  moved  interstate  for  experimental  or  scientific  pur- 
poses, on  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine.  The  container  of  articles  so  moved  shall 
bear  an  identifying  tag  from  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine. 

(b)  Beetles  for  experimental  or  scientific  purposes. — Live  white-fringed 
beetles,  in  any  stage  of  development,  may  be  moved  interstate  for  scientific 
purposes  only  under  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Ento- 
mology and  Plant  Quarantine.  The  container  of  white-fringed  beetles  so  moved 
shall  bear  an  identifying  tag  from  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine. 

This  revision  of  the  quarantine  and  regulations  shall  be  effective  on  and 
after  November  25,  1944,  and  shall  supersede  the  quarantine  and  regulations 
issued  December  23,  1942,  as  amended  January  12,  1944.

WHITE-FRINGED  BEETLE  REGULATIONS  MODIFIED 

B.  E.  P.  Q.  485,  Thirteenth  Revision 

§  801.72a  Administrative  instructions ;  modification  of  certification  require- 
ments for  specified  articles. — Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  -upon  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  by  the  second  proviso 
of  §  301.72  [Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  72,  on  account  of  the  white-fringed  beetle], 
the  certification  requirements  of  §§  301.72-4  and  301.72-5  of  the  regulations 
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revised  effective  November  25,  1944,  are  hereby  modified  as  to  the  interstate 
movement  of  the  following  articles  and  materials  enumerated  in  §  301.72-3  : 

(a)  Certificates  may  be  issued  for  tlie  interstate  movement  of  the  following 
materials  under  the  conditions  specified  below : 

(1)  Soil,  sand,  gravel,  clay,  peat,  or  muck,  when  taken  from  a  depth  of  at 
least  2  feet  below  the  existing  surface,  and  when  entirely  free  from  any  surface 
soil  to  a  depth  of  2  feet. 

(2)  Sand  and  gravel,  when  washed,  processed,  or  otherwise  treated  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  inspector. 

(b)  All  certification  requirements  are  waived  for  the  following  articles  and 
materials  when  free  from  soil  and  when  sanitation  practices  are  maintained  as 
prescribed  by  or  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspector  : 

(1)  Potatoes,  except  that  those  freshly  harvested  are  not  exempt. 

(2)  True  bulbs,  corms,  tubers,  and  rhizomes  of  ornamental  plants,  except 
that  those  freshly  harvested  or  uncured  are  not  exempt. 

(3)  Hay,  ex'-ept  that  peanut  hay  is  not  exempt. 

(4)  S'eed  cotton,  cottonseed,  and  baled  cotton  lint  and  linters. 

(5)  Scrap  metal  and  junk. 

(6)  Forest  products  such  as  cordwood,  stump  wood,  logs,  lumber,  timbers, 
posts,  poles,  and  cross  ties. 

(7)  Brick,  tile,  stone,  and  cinders. 

(8)  Concrete  slabs,  pipe,  and  building  blocks. 

(9)  Implements,  machinery,  equipment,  and  containers. 

REGULATED  ARTICLES  NOT  AFFECTED  BY  THESE  INSTEUCTIOXS 

(c)  Certification  is  required  for  the  following  articles  and  materials  enu- 
merated in  §  301.72-3 : 

(1)  All  soil,  sand,  gravel,  clay,  peat,  or  muck,  whether  moved  independent  of, 
or  in  connection  with,  or  attached  to  nursery  stock,  plants,  products,  articles,  or 
things. 

(2)  Compost,  manure,  moss,  and  leafmold. 

(3)  Nursery  stock. 

(4)  Grass  sod. 

(5)  Potatoes,  freshly  harvested. 

(6)  True  bulbs,  corms,  tubers,  and  rhizomes  of  ornamental  plants,  when  freshly 
harvested  or  uncured. 

(7)  Peanuts  in  the  shell. 

(8)  Peanut  hay. 

This  revision  supersedes  Circular  B.  E.  P.  Q.  48.5,  twelfth  revision,  which 
became  effective  June  16,  1943. 

These  instructions  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  November  28,  1944,  and  shall 
remain  in  effect  until  further  modified  or  revoked.

B.  E.  P.  Q.  446,  Supplement  No.  1. 

PLANT-QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  TERRITORY  OF 
SOUTHERN  RHODESIA 

According  to  Government  Notice  No.  184,  dated  April  9,  1943,  citing  the  Plant 
Import  Regulations,  1943,  under  terms  of  the  Plant  Protection  Act,  No.  2  of  1942, 
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the  import  restrictions  of  Southern  Rhodesia  cited  by  Government  Notice  No.  462 
of  August  5, 1934,  have  been  amended  as  follows : 

IMPORTATION  PROHIBITED 

Banana  leaves  severed  from  the  plant,  whether  used  as  packing  or  otherwise. 

IMPORTATION  RESTRICTED 

Entry  of  the  following  items  is  authorized  only  as  departmental  importations 
or  under  special  permit  (see  pp.  1  and  4,  B.  E.  P.  Q.  446),  subject  to  additional 
restrictions  listed  below. 

1.  Departmmtal  importations. 

(a)  Cottonseed  and  seed  cotton:  Provided  that  importations  shall  be  subject 
to  delinting  by  means  of  concentrated  sulphuric  acid,  or  ginning  and  such  delint- 
ing,  and  that  permits  shall  be  granted  only  when  the  Minister  considers  the 
importation  expedient  or  necessary ; 

(b)  Tobacco  seed  and  unmanufactured  tobacco  leaf  (including  commercial 
samples)  from  countries  where  the  disease  known  as  blue  mold  or  downy  mildew 
(Peronospora  spp.)  is  known  to  occur; 

(c)  Banana  plants  and  suckers:  Provided,  that  no  permit  shall  be  granted 
for  more  than  12  rooted  plants  or  suckers,  and  that  permits  may  be  endorsed 
to  the  effect  that  the  consignment  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  signed 
by  an  authorized  official  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  or  other  recognized 
institution  in  the  country  of  origin  that  the  diseases  known  as  Panama  disease 
{Fusarium  cudense)  and  Cercospora  leaf  spot  {Cercospora  musae)  are  not  known 
to  occur  in  the  district  of  corresponding  administrative  division  in  which  the 
plants  were  at  any  time  grown ; 

(d)  Tomato  seed  :  Provided  that  each  consignment  from  Germany,  Italy,  North 
America,  or  any  other  country  where  the  disease  known  as  bacterial  canker  of 
tomato  {Aplanohacter  michiganense)  exists  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
signed  by  an  authorized  official  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  or  other  recog- 
nized institution  in  the  country  of  origin  stating  that  the  seed  was  produced  by 
plants  officially  inspected  in  the  field  and  found  to  be  free  from  the  said  disease. 

2.  Special  permit  importatiom . 

(a)  Tobacco  seed  and  unmanufactured  tobacco  leaf  (including  commercial 
samples)  from  countries  where  the  disease  known  as  blue  mold  or  downy  mildew 
{Peronospora  spp.)  is  not  known  to  occur; 

(b)  Seeds  of  maize:  Add  the  words  "and  Stewart's  disease,  {Aplanolacter 
stewarti)''  after  "maize"  in  3d  line  of  Reg.  11  (4),  p.  6,  B.  E.  P.  Q.^46. 

GENERAL  RESTRICTIONS  ON  FRUIT  AND  PLANT  IMPORTATIONS 

1.  If  on  inspection  of  any  imported  plant  it  appears  to  the  inspector  that  such 
plant  is  infested  with  any  jyest  or  disease  and  in  his  opinion  disinfection  is  im- 
practicable or  will  not  be  a  complete  safeguard,  or  the  delay  caused  by  disinfection 
would  give  rise  to  the  risk  of  the  introduction  or  spread  of  any  pest  or  disease, 
or  the  pest  or  disease  is  of  a  specially  dangerous  character,  the  inspector  may 
cause  such  plant  and  any  plant  included  in  the  same  packing  as  such  plant  to  be 
destroyed  immediately  without  compensation. 

2.  If  6  per  centum  or  more  of  any  consignment  of  fruit  is  found  by  an  inspector 
to  be  infested  with  the  apple  codling  moth  {Cydia  (Carpocapsa)  pomonella  L.), 
the  inspector  shall  cause  the  whole  of  such  consignment  to  be  destroyed  without 
compensation  :  Provided  that  the  consignment  may  be  re-consigned  to  the  country 
of  origin  at  the  expense  of  the  consignor  or  consignee  if  in  the  opinion  of  th^ 
inspector  the  insects  are  sufficiently  small  to  preclude  their  leaving  the  fruit 

.whilst  still  in  the  Colony. 

If  less  than  5  percent  of  any  consignment  of  fruit  is  found  by  an  inspector  to 
be  infested  with  the  apple  codling  moth  (Cydia  pomonella  L.),  the  inspector  may 
cause  the  whole  of  such  consignment  to  be  sorted  and  repacked  to  his  satisfaction. 

3.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  section  contained,  the  fruit  which  remains 
after  the  infested  fruit  has  been  removed  in  the  normal  course  of  inspection  from 
consignments  of  one  or  two  packages  of  not  more  than  one  bushel  each  may  be 
delivered  to  the  consignee  at  the  discretion  of  the  inspector,  irrespective  of  the 
percentage  of  infestation.

PLANT-QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  REPUBLIC  OF  PERU 

According  to  Supreme  Decree  No.  511  of  September  23,  1943,  as  modified  by 
Supreme  Decree  No.  612  of  December  15,  1943,  the  Supreme  Decree  of  June  3, 
1942,  regulating  the  importation  of  tlaxseed,  has  been  amended  as  follows: 

1,  The  importation  of  flaxseed  by  individuals  is  prohibited. 

2,  The  Directorate  of  Agriculture  authorizes  the  importation  of  flaxseed,  in 
quantities  necessary  to  cover  the  needs  of  those  farmers  engaged  in  flax  cultiva- 
tion, when  imported  through  the  Campana  de  Fomento  del  Cultivo  de  Lino  of 
Peru. 

3,  The  seeds,  the  importation  of  which  is  authorized  in  the  preceding  article 
must  fulfill  the  following  requirements  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Sanitation: 

(a)  The  imix)rtation  of  flaxseed  is  authorized  from  regions  in  which  the  wilt 
disease  (Fusarium  lini)  does  not  occur,  subject  to  shipments  being  accompanied 
by  (1)  a  certificate  from  oflicial  authorities  of  the  country  of  origin  stating 
that  the  flaxseed  lias  been  grown  in  regions  free  from  Fusarium  lini,  or  (2)  by 
an  oflicial  biological  certificate  attesting  to  the  absence  of  Fusarium  lini  in  the 
shipments  concerned. 

(b)  The  imported  seeds  will  be  disinfected  and  fumigated  at  the  Station  of 
Plant  Sanitation  and  Plant  Disinfection  at  the  Terminal  Maritimo  of  Callao, 
at  the  expense  of  the  importers. 

4,  The  Campaila  de  Fomento  del  Cultivo  de  Lino  is  entrusted  with  the  im- 
portation, distribution,  and  trading  of  imported  seed,  and  with  the  faithful 
fulfillment  of  the  requirements  which  refer  to  these  regulations.

DESIGNATION  OF  QUARANTINE  LIAISON  OFFICERS  AND  ARMY  AND 
NAVY  ORDERS  PERTAINING  TO  PLANT  QUARANTINE 

As  both  the  Army  and  the  Navy  have  placed  all  matters  of  foreign  quarantine, 
including  plant  quarantine,  within  the  purview  of  the  Surgeon  General  of  each 
service,  it  seems  desirable  to  place  on  record  the  designation  of  liaison  quarantine 
officers  and  to  reproduce  the  pertinent  portions  of  important  orders,  regulations, 
etc.,  relating  to  plant  quarantine  issued  by  these  services  that  are  valid  as  of 
this  date. 

QUARANTINE  LIAISON  OFFICERS 

In  a  memorandum  dated  July  20,  1944,  from  Hon.  James  Forrestal,  Secretary 
of  the  Navy,  to  Capt.  Thomas  B.  Magath,  Medical  Corps,  the  latter  was  desig- 
nated Navy  Quarantine  Liaison  Officer.  He  was  instructed  to  report  to  the 
Chief,  Bureau  of  Medicine,  under  whose  direction  he  was  to  carry  out  his  duties. 

In.  a  letter  dated  September  29,  1944,  from  James  S.  Simmons,  brigadier  gen- 
eral, U.  S.  A.,  Chief,  Preventive  Medicine  Service,  this  Bureau  was  informed 
that  Lt.  Col.  Phillip  T.  Knies,  Medical  Corps,  had  been  designated  Army  Quar- 
antine Liaison  Officer,  with  station  in  the  Preventive  Medicine  Service,  Office  of 
the  Surgeon  General. 

Hon.  Paul  V.  McNutt,  Administrator  of  Federal  Security  Agency,  on  Novem- 
ber 11,  1944,  designated  Dr.  Gilbert  L.  Dunnahoo,  Medical  Director  in  charge, 
Foreign  Quarantine  Division,  United  States  Public  Health  Service,  as  responsible 
for  enforcement  of  foreign  quarantine  and  to  work  with  Drs.  Magath  and  Knies 
in  matters  in  their  respective  fields. 

On  October  18.  1944,  Assistant  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Charles  F.  Brannan 
designated  Mr.  E.  R.  Sasscer,  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quar- 
antine, and  Dr.  S.  O.  Fladness,  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  as  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  serve  in  liaison  capacity  on 
quarantine  problems  with  the  liaison  officers  designated  by  the  Army,  the  Navy, 
and  the  Public  Health  Service.

1.  General. — The  Army  is  concerned  in  foreign  quarantine  because  of  the 
importance  of  the  prevention  of  disease  in  military  personnel  and  civilian  pop- 
ulations and  because  of  the  exceptional  strain  placed  upon  civil  quarantine 
facilities  by  the  extensive  transportation  under  Army  jurisdiction.  Since  this 
activity  may  involve  the  responsibilities  of  various  national  quarantine  agencies 
(see  pars.  4  and  5)  and  may  extend  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the  United  States, 
its  territories  and  possessions,  it  is  necessary  to  define  the  scope  of  Army 
interest  in  foreign  quarantine  and  the  relationship  of  the  Army  in  this  matter 
to  other  interested  agencies.  The  desirability  of  uniform  practice  throughout 
the  Army  emphasizes  the  advantage  of  those  principles  of  preventive  medicine 
upon  which  effective  foreign  quarantine  may  be  based,  particularly  in  military 
traffic. 

2.  Definitions. — For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  the  following  terms  are 
defined : 

a.  Foreign  quarantine  embraces  those  measures  designed  to  prevent  the  intro- 
duction of  disease  or  pest  from  one  area  into  another  which  is  not  contiguous 
(excluding  national  subdivisions),  or  which  is  separated  by  the  high  seas,  or 
is  under  different  national  jurisdiction.  It  may  pertain  to  man  and  the  dis- 
eases of  man,  to  animals  including  insects  and  the  diseases  of  animals,  or  to 
plants  and  the  diseases  of  plants.

3.  Responsibility. — a.  Commanding  officers  of  all  echelons  are  responsible, 
with  the  technical  advice  of  the  appropriate  surgeon  and  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Army,  for  the  enforcement  of  regulations  and  directives  pertaining  to 
foreign  quarantine.   This  responsibility  includes — 

(1)  Enforcement  of  current  military  directives,  including  those  of  the  Army 
Air  Forces  and  of  the  Transportation  Corps,  Army  Service  Forces,  which  con- 
form with  and  implement  these  regulations.  Every  effort  will  be  made  by  com- 
manding officers  to  adjust  practice  within  their  command  to  the  principles  set 
forth  in  these  regulations. 

(2)  Initiation  and  execution  of  measures  for — 
******* 

(&)  Inspection  and  necessary  sanitary  treatment  of  persons,  baggage, 
cargo,  and  conveyances,  with  disinsectization  and/or  rodent  control  as 
indicated.

{d)  Exclusion  or  restriction  of  persons,  plants,  products  of  animals  or 
plants,  insects,  or  infectious  agents,  as  may  be  required. 

4:  *  *  *  * 

(5)  Observance  of  pertinent  civil  regulations  in  areas  not  actually  admin- 
istered by  force  of  arms,  and  the  supplementation  of  these  requirements  by  those 
measures  which  may  be  necessary  to  protect  the  interest  of  the  United  States. 
It  is  recognized  that  the  responsibilities  of  civil  agencies  may  continue  in  force, 
notwithstanding  military  participation  in  foreign  quarantine,  and  commanding 
officers  will  expedite  inspections  or  other  procedures  required  by  civil  regula- 
tions to  the  maximum  degree  compatible  with  the  military  interest. 

******* 

6.  All  matters  concerned  with  foreign  quarantine  as  it  touches  upon  the  in- 
terests of  the  Army  are  within  the  purview  of  The  Surgeon  General,  including 
in  that  connection  the  maintenance  of  liaison  in  matters  of  quarantine  with  civil 
agencies  of  the  United  States  and  with  the  United  States  Navy,  the  supervision 
of  quarantine  functions  within  the  Army,  and  the  integration  of  quarantine 
procedures  of  the  Army  with  quarantine  requirements  of  foreign  countries 
through  cooperation  with  the  responsible  Army  commanders  of  those  areas. 

c.  The  Medical  Department  is  responsible  for  the  technical  supervision  of 
quarantine  functions  within  the  Army,  including  inspections,  recommendations, 
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and,  within  limits  defined  by  tlie  commanding  officer,  the  execution  of  foreign 
quarantine. 

***♦♦♦♦ 

5.  Quarantine  of  plants,  plant  products,  animals,  animal  products,  and  in- 
fectious agents. — a.  The  prevention  of  the  introduction  of  diseases  of  plants, 
animals,  and  at  times,  man,  into  the  United  S-tates,  its  territories  and  posses- 
sions, through  the  importation  of  plants,  plant  products,  animals,  animal  prod- 
ucts, insects,  and  infectious  agents  is  a  responsibility  of  the  several  Federal 
agencies  concerned.  Similar  responsibilities  are  generally  assigned  to  parallel 
agencies  in  foreign  countries. 

b.  Plants  and  unprocessed  plant  products,  and  animals  and  animal  products, 
may  be  imported  by  conveyance  or  personnel  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Army 
only  in  accordance  with  pertinent  civil  regulations  unless  exception  has  been 
arranged  with  the  proper  civil  agency  through  military  channels. 

******* 
e.  Packing  materials  and  their  disposition  w^ill  conform  to  pertinent  civil  and 
military  regulations.    Unprocessed  plant  material  likely  to  convey  disease  will 
not  be  used  for  this  purpose.

g.  Soil  will  not  be  imported  by  conveyance  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Army 
except  in  accordance  with  civil  regulations.

Foreign  Quarantine 

I  General. — 1.  Definition. — Foreign  quarantine  embraces  those  measures 
designed  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  diseases  or  pests  from  abroad.  Its  pro- 
visions may  pertain  to  diseases  of  man,  to  animals  including  insects  and  diseases 
of  animals,  or  to  plants  and  diseases  of  plants.  The  diseases  of  man  concerned 
are,  by  international  convention,  cholera,  smallpox,  plague,  epidemic  typhus,  and 
yellow  fever;  leprosy  also  is  made  quarantinable  by  national  regulation  in  the 
United  States. 

2.  Responsibility. — a.  The  United  States  Public  Health  Service  is  legally 
responsible  in  the  United  States,  its  territories  and  possessions,  for  foreign 
quarantine  with  reference  to  the  diseases  of  man,  and  for  regulation  of  importa- 
tion of  certain  insects,  infectious  agents,  and  biological  products  of  immediate 
importance  to  man.  The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  De- 
partment of  the  Interior  are  responsible  for  foreign  quarantine  with  reference  to 
animals  and  plants,  including  regulation  of  the  importation  of  certain  food  prod- 
ucts and  biological  agents.  Similar  assignments  of  responsibility  exist  in  most 
other  countries. 

******* 
c.  All  matters  of  foreign  quarantine,  as  they  touch  upon  the  interest  of  the 
Army,  are  within  the  purview  of  The  Surgeon  General.  His  responsibilities 
include  liaison  in  matters  of  quarantine  with  pertinent  civil  agencies  of  the  United 
States  and  with  the  United  States  Navy,  the  supervision  of  quarantine  functions 
within  the  Army,  and  the  integration  of  quarantine  procedures  of  the  Army  with 
quarantine  requirements  of  foreign  countries  through  cooperation  with  the  re- 
spective Army  commanders  in  those  areas.  He  is  assisted  in  these  matters  by 
the  Army  quarantine  liaison  officer.

V  DisiNSECTizATioN  OF  AiBCEAFT  AND  VESSELS. — 16.  Disiusectization  is  an 
essential  component  of  aircraft  quarantine  designed  to  prevent  the  implantation 
of  exotic  insects  in  areas  in  which  they  do  not  already  exist.  The  details  of  pro- 
cedure for  this  puriwse  are  prescribed  by  the  Commanding  General,  Army  Air 
Forces  (see  AAF  Reg.  No.  61-3,  9  August  1944) .  Compliance  with  these  directives 
is  required  of  all  commands  concerned  in  accordance  with  paragraph  3a.  (1), 
AR  40-225. 

17.  Disinsectization  of  vessels  should  be  carried  out  as  found  necessary  in  order 
to  reduce  risk  of  insect-borne  diseases  among  personnel  aboard,  and  in  order  to 
prevent  the  introduction  of  exotic  insects  into  areas  endangered.  It  is  recognized 
that  a  determination  of  the  hazard  involved  includes  evaluation  of  likelihood  of 
importation,  probability  of  propagation,  preexistence  of  the  same  form  or  forms 
in  the  area  concerned,  and  the  hazard  attached  to  the  new  form  or  forms. 

VI  Plants,  Plant  Pkoducts,  Animals,  Animal  Products. — 18.  In  order  to 
prevent  the  introduction  of  diseases  of  plants  and/or  animals,  and  of  certain  dis- 
eases of  man,  and  in  order  to  avoid  importation  of  plants  and  animals  including 
insects  which  may  carry  disease  or  become  ruinous  pests,  the  civil  agencies  con- 
cerned in  many  countries  of  the  world  have  established  restrictive  and/or  pro- 
hibitive regulations.  Wide  variation  in  detail  and  emphasis  occurs  in  these  regu- 
lations in  accordance  with  the  problems  encountered  by  the  several  countries. 
A  summary  of  provisions  of  regulations  pertinent  to  the  United  States,  its  terri- 
tories and  possessions,  is  shown  in  section  VIII. 

19.  Compliance  by  conveyance  and  personnel  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Army 
with  these  restrictive  and/or  prohibitive  regulations  of  the  several  countries  of 
the  world  is  enjoined  by  War  Department  policy  in  paragraph  5,  AR  40-225,  and 
in  AAF  Regulation  No.  61-3,  9  August  1944,  unless  exception  is  arranged  with 
the  proper  civil  agency  through  military  channels.  Such  exceptions  should  be 
requested  only  for  items  intended  for  military,  scientific,  or  educational  purposes. 

20.  Additional  provisions,  more  restrictive  than  civil  regulations,  are  at  times 
required  in  Army  directives  (1)  in  order  to  protect  fully  the  health  of  troops; 
(2)  in  order  to  conserve  weight,  space,  materiel,  and  effort  which  might  otherwise 
be  devoted  to  the  needless  transportation  and  care  of  animals  and  plants;  (3) 
because  of  the  necessity  and  difficulty  of  assuring  full  compliance  with  all  x>erti- 
nent  national  regulations;  (4)  in  order  to  avoid  needless  destruction  of  animal 
life  at  ports  and  airports  of  entry;  and  (5)  to  discourage  military  personnel  from 
spending  money  for  items  which  must  be  seized  by  customs  guards.  Thus,  para- 
graphs 30  and  31,  AR  55-485,  C  2,  7  January  1944,  prohibit  the  carriage  of  pets, 
mascots,  or  psittacine  birds  on  Army  transports  or  vessels  wholly  allocated  to  the 
War  Department;  dogs  for  military  purposes  are  excepted.  Also  AAF  Regula- 
tion No.  61-3,  9  August  1944,  prohibits  the  transportation  of  living  plants  or 
animals  across  national  boundaries  in  aircraft  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Army 
except  upon  specific  permit  approved  by  the  appropriate  theater  commander  or  by 
the  Commanding  General,  Army  Air  Forces.  Such  permits  (1)  must  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  civil  regulations  in  the  matter,  or  approval  must  be  procured 
from  the  proper  civil  authority ;  (2)  may  be  requested  only  for  items  intended  for 
military,  scientific,  or  educational  purposes;  and  (3)  must  be  obtained  in  advance 
of  the  transportation  concerned. 

21.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  shipper  and  of  those  responsible  for  inspection, 
approval,  and  processing  of  baggage,  cargo,  or  other  types  of  shipments  to  be 
familiar  with  the  pertinent  regulations  and  to  comply  with  them,  including  the 
conditions  specified  in  special  permits. 

22.  With  reference  to  the  United  States,  its  territories  and  possessions,  when 
no  civil  restriction  or  prohibition  is  in  effect,  civil  permit  to  import  may  be 
assumed.  When  the  importation  of  articles  is  prohibited,  shipment  should  not 
be  undertaken,  but  when  importation  is  restricted  only,  that  is,  subject  to  cus- 
toms inspection,  and  circumstances  preclude  the  issuance  of  a  permit  abroad, 
the  articles  concerned  may  be  transported  to  the  port  of  entry,  if  not  otherwise 
directed  by  military  regulations  (see  pars.  30  and  31,  AR  55-485,  C  2,  7  January 
1944,  and  AAF  Regulation  No.  61-3,  9  August  1944),  and  if  authorized  by  the 
theater  commander.  Permit  may  under  these  circumstances  be  requested  of  the 
proper  civil  agency  through  the  Customs  Service  at  the  first  port  of  arrival  in 
United  States  Territory.    Compliance  with  regulations  of  the  United  States,  its 
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territories  and  possessions,  is  further  enjoined  and  detailed  in  paragraph  5d,  e, 
and  (/,  AR  40-225,  and  in  section  III,  AAF  Regulation  No.  61-3,  9  August  1944. 
Circular  No.  335,  War  Department,  1944,  provides  that  items  subject  to  inspection 
and/or  restriction  should,  upon  entry  by  water,  be  declared  in  a  prescribed  man- 
ner to  facilitate  the  required  processing.  Procedures  are  described  for  this 
purpose  to  be  carried  out  before  departure  fi-om  abroad  and  upon  arrival. 

23.  All  requests  for  permits  referred  to  in  this  section  should  be  in  writing  and 
should  show  the  number  and  character  of  the  items  involved,  their  source,  destina- 
tion, purpose  for  which  intended,  and  the  nature  of  any  known  infection  with 
pathogenic  organisms. 

*****  *  * 

VII  Infectious  Agents.— 25.    *    *  * 

26.  Soil  may  at  times  be  contaminated  by  infectious  agents  or  infested  with 
eggs,  larvae,  or  adult  forms  of  harmful  organisms.  It  should  therefore  not  be 
carried  by  conveyance  under  Army  jurisdiction  unless  known  to  be  free  from 
such  hazard,  and  to  the  greatest  extent  practicable  should  be  removed  from 
salvage,  vehicles,  and  other  cargo  before  loading.  When  contamination  with 
soil  or  other  material  considered  likely  to  transmit  or  to  harbor  harmful  agents 
is  unavoidable,  appropriate  precautions  should  be  observed  at  all  times  to  mini- 
mize risk.  Small  amounts  of  soil,  such  as  that  about  the  roots  of  plants,  may  be 
of  great  importance  in  this  regard. 

VIII  List  of  Restricted  and  Prohibited  Items. — 28.  Restricted  items. — The 
importation  of  the  following  items  into  the  United  States,  its  territories  and 
possessions,  is  restricted  and  requires  special  authorization  by  United  States 
Government  agencies  concerned : 

a.  Category  1. — Plants,  including  trees,  shrubs,  and  herbaceous  plants,  bulbs, 
roots,  cuttings,  or  other  parts  of  plants,  and  seeds,  for  or  capable  of  propaga- 
tion. (Authorization  by  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  required.  Normally,  inspectors  for  this  Bureau  on  duty 
at  United  States  ports  can  assist  in  obtaining  authorizations  and  can  make  the 
required  inspections.) 

******* 

29.  ProhiUted  items. — The  importation  into  the  United  States,  its  territories 
and  possessions,  of  certain  items  is  prohibited,  except  in  those  specific  cases  where 
a  clearance  to  import  items,  such  as  those  for  scientific,  educational,  or  military 
purposes,  is  obtained  from  the  proper  civilian  agency  through  military  channels, 
pribr  to  shipment  from  an  oversea  command.   Prohibited  items  include — 

a.  The  following  plants  and  plant  products : 

(1)  Fresh  fruits  and  vegetables,  including  sweet  potatoes  and  yams. 

(2)  Bamboo  seeds  or  plants,  and  unhulled  rice. 

(3)  Sugar  cane,  citrus  plants  or  cuttings,  and  banana  plants. 

(4)  Raw  cotton  and  cotton  seed  hulls,  including  seed  cotton  and  cotton  bolls, 
etc.,  as  such ;  or,  when  used  as  a  packing  material,  lint  containing  seed ;  cotton 
seed  hulls ;  rice  straw  and  rice  hulls,  including  such  products  used  as  packing 
material ;  leaves  or  plants  used  as  packing  material,  or  dried  grasses  used  as 
packing  material. 

Note. — Dried,  cured,  or  processed  fruits  and  vegetables,  such  as  cured  figs,  dates,  dried 
peas,  and  beans,  are  unrestricted.  Processed  cotton  lint,  such  as  absorbent  cotton,  cotton 
batting,  or  other  forms  of  lint,  free  from  seeds,  is  not  prohibited  as  a  packing  material.

f.  Live  insects,  including  eggs,  pupae,  larvae,  and  adults.

I — General 

1.  Compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Regulation,  in  accordance  with 
AR  40-210,  Section  I,  Par.  1,  b,  (13),  is  a  responsibility  of  each  command  con- 
cerned. This  responsibility  includes  both  the  training  of  personnel  and  the  pro- 
vision of  supplies  required  under  this  Regulation,  as  well  as  the  establishment  of 
liaison  with  pertinent  local  quarantine  authorities.  The  responsibility  will  be 
discharged  with  the  technical  advice  of  the  surgeon.  Surgeons  will  conduct  in- 
spections as  necessary,  including  the  search  of  baggage,  to  insure  that  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Regulation  are  being  carried  out.  A  copy  of  this  Regulation  will  be 
carried  in  all  aircraft  to  which  its  provisions  apply. 

2.  In  exceptional  circumstances  the  provisions  of  this  Regulation  may  be  modi- 
fied in  a  manner  acceptable  to  local  military  and  public  health  service  officials 
after  written  approval  by  the  Commanding  General,  AAF.

III — Quarantine  of  Plants,  Animals,  and  Their  Products 

6.  In  order  to  avoid  the  transmission  of  animal  or  plant  diseases  and  pests, 
and  in  order  to  observe  strictly  all  pertinent  civil  and  military  regulations,  no 
animal  or  plant  product  likely  to  convey  disease  or  subject  to  quarantine  or  other 
restrictive  regulations,  and  no  living  plant  or  animal  (mammal,  reptile,  bird, 
fish,  etc.),  will  be  carried  across  national  boundaries  by  an  airplane  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Army  except  upon  specific  permit.  This  permit  will  be  secured 
in  advance  from  the  proper  civil  authority  of  the  country  into  which  importa- 
tion is  intended  with  the  approval  of  the  appropriate  theater  commander  or  the 
Commanding  General,  AAF.  Pertinent  regulations  of  the  United  States,  its 
territories  and  possessions  are  noted  in  Apx)endix  II. 

7.  Such  permits  will  be  requested  only  for  plants,  animals,  or  plant  or  animal 
products  intended  for  scientific,  educational,  or  military  purposes.  Requests 
will  show  the  species  and  number,  type  of  container,  source,  destination,  purpose 
for  which  intended,  and  the  nature  of  any  pathologic  state. 

******* 
15.  Civilian  pilots  of  aircraft  under  Army  jurisdiction,  not  complying  with 

these  provisions,  will  be  suspended  from  further  flight  pending  action  by  the 

Commanding  General,  AAF.

Mail  From  Army  Personnel  Outside  the  Continental  United  States

II  Mail. — 1.  The  mailing  of  the  following  plant  materials  and  insects  at 
Army  post  offices  (APO)  outside  the  continental  United  States  addressed  to 
points  in  the  continental  United  States  is  illegal : 

(a)  Cottonseed  and  seed  cotton.   This  includes  cotton  bolls,  etc.,  as  souvenirs. 

(&)  Cotton  lint  containing  seeds  and  cottonseed  hulls,  rice  straw  and  rice 
hulls,  leaves  and  parts  of  plants,  either  separately  or  used  as  packing  materials. 
Processed  cotton  lint,  such  as  absorbent  cotton,  cotton  batting,  or  other  form 
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of  lint  free  of  seeds,  excelsior,  sliavings,  paper,  ground  cork,  or  peat  may  be 
used  as  pacl^lng  material  in  lieu  of  the  foregoing  proliibited  items. 

(c)  Unluilled  rice. 

(d)  Bamboo  seeds  or  plants. 

(e)  Sugarcane. 

if)  Citrus  plants  or  cuttings. 
(^7)  Banana  plants. 

(h)  Fresh  fruits  and  vegetables,  including  fresh  coffee  berries,  potatoes,  sweet 
potatoes,  and  yams.  Dried,  cured,  or  processed  fruits  and  vegetables,  such  as 
dried  peas,  beans,  cured  figs,  dates,  etc.,  are  acceptable. 

(i)  Live  insects,  including  living  larvae,  jjupae,  and  eggs. 

(j)  Mango  seeds  from  all  localities  except  the  Americas  and  the  West  Indies. 

2.  Numerous  violations  of  the  law  in  this  respect  have  been  reported  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture.  The  mailing  of  the  above-stated  plant  materials 
or  insects  from  outside  the  continental  United  States  might  have  a  devastating 
effect  upon  the  future  agricultural  economy  of  the  country,  by  spreading  plant 
diseases  and  insects. 

3.  When  parcels  containing  living  plants,  seeds,  bulbs,  etc.,  and  unprocessed 
plant  material  not  on  the  foregoing  prohibited  list  are  prepared  for  mailing,  they 
will  be  plainly  marked  as  containing  plant  materials. 

4.  There  are  no  quarantine  restrictions  on  the  entry  of  the  following: 

(ff)  Grass  skirts,  baskets,  reed  work,  or  other  similar  articles  manufactured  of 
dried  grasses  and  kindred  material,  provided  they  are  not  made  of  rice  straw. 
(&)  Wood  carvings  and  similar  curios, 
(c)  Dead  dried  insects  or  insects  in  preservative. 

id)  Pressed  and  dried  plants  for  herbarium  or  botanical  specimens,  provided 
they  do  not  include  rice  straw  or  unprocessed  cotton. 
(e)  Plant  material  in  preservative. 

5.  All  commands  outside  the  continental  United  States  will  take  the  necessary 
action  to  see  that  all  oflScers,  enlisted  men,  and  civilians  using  the  Army  post 
office  facilities  are  advised  of  these  instructions.  Army  mail  clerks,  assistant 
Army  mail  clerks,  and  other  Army  postal  personnel  accepting  parcels  for  mail- 
ing will  require  mailers  to  state  specifically  the  contents  of  such  parcels  and  will 
refuse  to  accept  prohibited  materials  or  insects.  All  other  personnel  in  a  posi- 
tion to  assist  in  the  enforcement  of  the  prohibitions  indicated  will  do  so. 

6.  Section  III,  Circular  No.  17,  War  Department,  1944,  pertaining  to  the 
foregoing  subject,  is  rescinded.^

3.  Restricted  items. — In  accordance  with  the  policies  of  the  several  Govern- 
ment departments  responsible  for  the  protection  of  the  public  health  and  the 
protection  of  plant  and  animal  life  in  this  coui:|try,  the  importation  of  certain 
items  into  the  United  States  is  prohibited  and  that  of  certain  other  items  is  re- 
stricted. In  all  cases  where  restricted  items  are  authorized  by  theater  com- 
manders to  accompany  members  of  the  armed  forces,  such  items  will  be  subject 
to  inspection  by  representatives  of  the  Government  department  concerned  and 
will  be  presented  to  customs  officers,  who  will  in  turn  submit  them  to  the  appro- 
priate Government  agency.   Prior  to  release  of  restricted  items  at  United  States

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ports,  specific  authorization  for  importation  of  such  items  must  be  obtained  from 
the  Government  agenjcy  concerned  by  the  individual  bringing  them  into  the 
country  (see  par.  8). 

4.  Inspection  of  baggage. — The  inspection  of  baggage  prescribed  by  this  circular 
is  entirely  for  customs  clearance  purposes  and  in  no  way  modifies  or  replaces  in- 
spections prescribed  by  Memorandum  No.  W55-45-43,  19  October  1943,  and 
Changes  No.  1,  7  January  1944,  or  supeisessions  thereof.  The  two  inspections 
should  be  combined  wherever  practicable,  but  in  such  cases,  provisions  of  both 
directives  will  be  complied  with  in  every  respect.  The  provisions  of  this  circular 
relate  solely  to  accompanied  baggage  of  individuals  transported  as  members  of 
units  or  groups  or  as  casuals  under  the  jurisdiction  of  transport  commanders; 
they  do  not  apply  to  baggage  not  accompanied  by  the  owner,  or  to  baggage  of 
casuals  not  returned  under  the  jurisdiction  of  transport  commanders.  For  the 
puii)oses  of  this  circular  and  the  declarations  and  certificates  prescribed  herein, 
"personal  effects"  will  include  articles  of  clothing,  arms,  and  other  items  of  indi- 
vidual equipment  actually  owned  by  the  United  States  but  issued  to  the  individual 
for  his  i}ersonal  use. 

5.  Responsibility  of  oversea  commanders. — Oversea  commanders  are  respon- 
sible for  the  action  prescribed  below  with  respect  to  all  baggage  accompanying 
members  of  the  armed  forces  returning  to  the  United  States  from  ports  within 
their  respective  commands. 

a.  Prior  to  departure  from  the  oversea  command,  each  individual  will  execute 
the  following  declaration  with  respect  to  the  baggage  accompanying  him : 

I  declare  that  all  items  in  this  baggage  consist  of  i>ersonal  or  household  effects 
either  taken  abroad  by  me  or  acquired  abroad  for  my  personal  use,  except  the 
following : 

(Here  insert  articles  acquired  for  resale  and  articles  procured  or  carried 
for  other  persons,  except  for  gifts  from  the  owner  of  the  baggage.  The  value 
of  articles  listed  will  be  indicated  on  this  list.  If  no  items  are  in  these  cate- 
gories, "NO  EXCEPTIONS"  will  be  entered  in  this  space.) 

6.  (1)  Prior  to  departure  from  the  oversea  command,  the  baggage  of  each 
individual  will  be  inspected  by  a  United  States  Army  officer  appointed  by  the 
oversea  commander,  for  articles  the  importation  of  which  into  the  United 
States  is  prohibited  by  this  circular;  for  censored  communications  and  mate- 
rial ;  for  articles  not  entitled  to  free  entry  under  paragraph  1798  of  the  Tariff 
Act  of  1930,  as  amended,  or  under  Public  Law  633 ;  and  for  restricted  articles 
as  defined  in.  paragraph  8.

c.  All  prohibited  items  will  be  withdrawn  by  the  inspecting  officer  and  will  be 
disposed  of  as  directed  by  the  overseas  commander.  The  appropriate  commander 
will  insure  that  prohibited  items  are  not  added  between  the  time  of  inspection 
and  the  time  baggage  is  loaded  aboard  ship. 

d.  Upon  completion  of  the  inspection,  the  insx}ecting  officer  will  execute  the 
declaration  and  certificate  outlined  in  paragraph  10,  entering  thereon  the  name 
and  rank  of  each  individual  whose  baggage  is  covered  by  the  declaration  ;  opposite 
each  name,  any  articles  not  entitled  to  free  entry  under  paragraph  2  of  this  cir- 
cular ;  and  the  cost  or  value  thereof.  Cost  or  value  of  the  articles  will  be  obtained 
from  the  individual  concerned.  He  will  also  enter  in  the  space  provided  for 
restricted  items  in  6  of  the  certificate,  the  name  and  rank  of  each  individual 
whose  baggage  contains  restricted  items,  and  opi)Osite  each  name,  a  brief  descrix>- 
tion  of  each  restricted  item.  The  declarations  and  certificates  executed  by  the 
inspecting  officer  will  then  be  delivered  to  the  transport  commander. 

e.  The  articles  contained  in  the  baggage  of  each  individual  which  are  not 
entitled  to  duty  free  admission  under  paragraph  2  of  this  circular  will  be  packed 
by  the  owner  of  the  baggage,  either  separately  or  in  such  manner  as  to  be  other- 
wise readily  accessible  for  customs  inspection  at  the  United  States  port.  Re- 
stricted articles  will  also  be  packed  so  as  to  be  readily  accessible  for  inspection.

6.  Responsibilities  of  transport  commanders. — The  transport  commander  will 
be  responsible  for  the  following  action  with  respect  to  baggage  after  sailing  from 
an  oversea  port  of  embarkation :

b.  If  any  opportunity  exists  for  members  of  the  armed  forces  aboard  ship  to 
acquire  articles  or  communications  during  the  course  of  the  voyage,  the  transport 
commander  will  arrange  for  inspection  and  censorship  of  all  articles  or  com- 
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mnnications  so  acquired  at  the  time  the  individuals  acquire  the  items  or  when 
they  reemhark  at  a  port  of  call.  Any  nonoftieial  communication  so  acquired 
will  bo  censored  by  the  transport  commander  or  taken  into  his  custody  and 
delivered  to  the  customs  oflicials  at  the  United  States  port.  Any  articles  ac- 
quired for  other  than  the  personal  use  of  tho  owner  of  the  baggage,  as  defined  in 
paragraph  2,  and  any  restricted  items  will  be  properly  listed  in  order  that  these 
lists  may  be  included  with  blanket  declarations  presented  to  customs  officials 
at  the  United  States  port. 

c.  On  the  basis  of  the  certificates  received  from  inspecting  officers  prior  to 
embarkation  at  the  oversea  port,  and  in  the  case  of  articles  procured  during  the 
course  of  the  voyage,  upon  inspection  prescribed  in  b  above,  the  transport  com- 
mander will  execute  a  blanket  declaration  in  duplicate  in  the  form  prescribed  in 
paragraph  11.  The  dc^claration  will  state  that  all  baggage  accompanying  mem- 
bers of  the  armed  forces  aboard  ship,  whose  names  appear  on  the  lists  attached 
to  tlie  declaration,  consists  of  personal  or  household  effects  taken  abroad  or 
acquired  by  the  owner  of  the  baggage  for  his  personal  use,  except  as  otherwise 
stated  in  the  lists,  and  except  as  stated  in  the  summary  sheets  prescribed  in  d 
below. 

d.  (1)  From  certificates  prepared  by  the  inspecting  officer,  as  prescribed  in 
paragraph  5d,  a  summary  sheet  in  the  form  prescribed  in  paragraph  12  will  be 
prepared  by  the  transport  commander,  on  which  will  be  entered  the  names  of 
all  individuals  whose  baggage  contains  articles  7iot  entitled  to  duty-free  entry 
under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  2,  with  a  list  of  such  articles  and  the  value 
thereof  opposite  the  name  of  each  individual.  On  additional  summary  sheets 
in  the  same  form  all  restricted  items  will  be  entered.  A  separate  sheet  will 
be  used  for  each  category  of  restricted  items.  Cost  or  value  will  not  be  required 
on  items  entered  solely  because  of  their  restricted  status.  The  number  of  the 
page  on  which  the  items  appear  in  the  certificates  attached  to  the  declaration 
will  also  be  shown. 

(2)  If  all  baggage  consists  of  personal  or  household  effects  taken  abroad 
or  acquired  abroad  by  the  owner  within  the  purview  of  paragraph  2  of  this 
circular,  as  indicated  by  inspecting  officers'  certificates  and  by  inspection  of  any 
articles  acquired  during  the  course  of  the  voyage,  the  words  "except  for  the 
items  listed  opposite  his  or  her  name  and  in  addition  listed  on  the  attached 
summary"  will  be  deleted  from  the  declaration  and  the  following  notation  sub- 
stituted therefor:  "NO  EXCEPTIONS."  If  the  baggage  contains  no  restricted 
items,  the  referen^-e  to  such  items  in  the  blanket  declaration  will  be  followed  by 
the  remark  "NO  RESTRICTED  ITEMS." 

(3)  Pages  of  all  certificates  received  from  inspecting  officers  and  the  summary 
sheets  will  be  numbered  serially.  All  such  certificates  and  the  summary  sheets 
will  be  attached  to  the  blanket  declaration. 

e.  Owners  of  baggage  containing  articles  not  entitled  to  free  entry  under  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  2,  or  containing  restricted  articles,  will  be  required  to 
present  such  baggage  to  customs  officers  at  the  United  States  port  before  leaving 
the  pier.  The  transport  commander  will  issue  necessary  instructions  in  this 
respect. 

f.  Upon  arrival  at  the  United  States  port,  the  transport  commander  will  deliver 
to  the  customs  officials  at  the  port  the  blanket  declaration  in  duplicate,  with 
certificates  and  summary  sheets  attached.  The  duplicate  of  the  blanket  declara- 
tion will  be  delivered  by  the  customs  officers  to  plant  quarantine  inspectors  on  duty 
at  the  port. 

7.  Release  from  customs. — The  baggage  covered  by  the  declaration,  including 
hold  baggage  (locker  trunks,  barracks  bags,  etc.),  will  be  released  from  customs 
at  the  United  States  port  without  further  inspection,  unless  the  customs  official 
concerned  has  reason  to  believe  that  some  special  reason  exists  for  examining  a 
particular  piece  or  lot  of  baggage.  Pieces  containing  items  listed  as  having 
neither  been  originally  taken  from  the  United  States  by  the  owner  nor  acquired 
by  him  for  his  personal  use,  and  those  containing  restricted  items,  will  be  in- 
spected in  such  manner  as  deemed  necessary  by  customs  officers  and  other 
Government  inspectors  concerned.  Wherever  practicable,  individuals  carrying 
baggage  containing  articles  not  entitled  to  duty-free  entry  under  the  provisions 
of  paragraph  2,  or  restricted  articles,  should  be  debarked  separately  from  those 
whose  baggage  contains  no  such  articles. 

8.  List  of  restricted  items. — The  importation  of  the  following  items  into  the 
United  States  is  restricted  and  requires  special  authorization  by  United  States 
Government  agencies  concerned. 
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a  .  Category  1. — Plants,  including  trees,  shrubs,  and  herbaceous  plants,  bulbs, 
roots,  cuttings,  or  other  parts  of  plants  and  seeds,  for  or  capable  of  propagation. 
(Authorization  by  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  Department  of 
Agriculture,  required.  Normally,  inspectors  for  this  Bureau  are  on  duty  at 
United  States  ports,  can  assist  in  obtaining  authorizations,  and  make  the  required 
inspections. )

9.  List  of  prohiMted  items. — The  importation  into  the  United  States  of  the 
following  items  is  prohibited  by  the  provisions  of  this  circular,  except  in  those 
specific  cases  where  a  clearance  to  import  items,  such  as  those  for  scientific,  edu- 
cational, or  military  purposes,  is  obtained  from  the  proper  civilian  agency  through 
military  channels,  prior  to  shipment  from  an  oversea  command : 

a.  Smoking  opium  and  narcotic  drugs. 

6.  The  following  plants  and  plant  products : 

(1)  Fresh  fruits  and  vegetables,  including  sweetpotatoes  and  yams. 

(2)  Bamboo  seeds  or  plants  and  unhulled  rice. 

(3)  Sugar  cane,  citrus  plants  or  cuttings,  and  banana  plants, 

(4)  Raw  cotton  and  cotton  seed  hulls,  including  seed  cotton  and  cotton  bolls, 
etc.,  as  such ;  or,  when  used  as  a  packing  material,  lint  containing  seed ;  cotton 
seed  hulls ;  rice  straw  and  rice  hulls,  including  such  products  used  as  packing 
material,  leaves  or  plants  used  as  packing  material,  or  dried  grasses  used  as 
packing  material. 

Note. — Dried,  cured,  or  processed  fruits  and  vegetables,  such  as  cured  figs, 
dates,  dried  peas,  and  beans  are  unrestricted.  Processed  cotton  lint,  such  as 
absorbent  cotton,  cotton  batting,  or  other  forms  of  lint,  free  from  seeds,  is  not 
prohibited  as  a  packing  material. 

g.  Live  insects,  including  eggs,  pupae,  larvae,  and  adults. 

15.  Rescission. — Pending  revision  of  AR  55-410,  all  provisions  of  that  regula- 
tion which  are  in  conflict  with  this  circular  are  rescinded.

NAVY  ORDERS  AND  REGULATIONS 

General  Order  No.  162  Navy  Department, 

Washington,  D.  C,  8  December  1941. 

Importation  of  Fruits,  Vegetables,  Plants,  and  Meats  Into  the  United  States 

1.  General  Order  No.  19  is  hereby  canceled. 

2.  The  entry  into  the  United  States  of  certain  foreign-grown  fruits,  vegetables, 
plants,  and  plant  products  is  controlled  by  quarantine  or  other  restrictive  orders 
issued  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  to  reduce  or  eliminate  the 
danger  of  introducing  insect  pests  and  plant  diseases  into  this  country. 

3.  Importation  in  this  case  is  construed  as  bringing  into  the  waters  of  the 
United  States,  whether  actually  landed  or  not,  and  applies  to  small  quantities  as 
well  as  large,  even  to  one  fruit  or  vegetable. 

4.  In  order  that  the  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  may  be  fully 
complied  with  and  no  prohibited  or  infested  articles  brought  into  the  United 
States  on  board  naval  vessels,  it  is  directed  that  the  commanding  officer  of  a 
naval  vessel  or  vessels  arriving  at  a  United  States  port  from  a  port  outside  of  the 
continental  limits  of  the  United  States  (Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  particularly)  — 

(a)  Afford  the  facilities  for  and  permit  of  a  thorough  examination  of  the  ship 
by  inspectors  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  who  may  come  aboard  to  determine 
whether  infestation  exists  on  the  ship,  and  carry  out  directions  of  such  inspectors 
as  to  disposition  of  contraband  or  infested  articles. 


\ 
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5.  The  requirements  of  this  order  apply  to  aircraft  as  well  as  naval  vessels 
with  provision  that  no  foreign-grown  plant  or  unprocessed  plant  product,  including 
fresh  fruits  and  vegetables,  are  to  be  carried  into  the  territorial  limits  of  the 
United  States  by  naval  aircraft  unless  a  permit  has  been  previously  secured  from 
the  Department  of  Agrictulture.  Similarly,  the  movement  of  such  products  from 
Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  to  the  mainland  should  not  be  permitted  in  naval  aircraft 
except  in  accordance  with  existing  plant  quarantines. 

G.  Connnandants  of  naval  districts  will  keep  themselves  informed  of  the  regu- 
lations and  procedure  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  relative  to  the  subject 
matter  and  cooperate  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

7.  In  view  of  the  prevalence  of  rinderpest  and  foot-and-mouth  disease  among 
cattle  in  foreign  countries,  fresh  and  frozen  meats  procured  by  vessels  in  foreign 
ports  shall  not  be  landed  in  United  States  ports,  either  as  meat  or  garbage.  Com- 
manding officers  of  all  naval  vessels  are  strictly  enjoined  to  see  that  these  instruc- 
tions are  carried  out.

General :  Responsibility : 

2.  All  commanding  officers  concerned  shall  be  responsible  for  the  provisions  of 
these  regulations  and  will  make  full  use  of  the  technical  advice  of  the  senior 
medical  officer  in  the  command.  Commanding  officers  shall  establish  liaison  with 
local  quarantine  authorities  and  shall  authorize  medical  officers  to  inspect 
personal  baggage,  if  necessary,  in  order  to  carry  out  these  regulations. 
Section  I.  Quarantine  of  personnel :

4.  The  procedure  outlined  below  shall  be  followed  when  passengers  are  trans- 
ported by  naval  aircraft  (a)  departing  from  overseas  to  the  United  States,  its 
Territories  and  possessions,  from  all  places  except  those  listed  in  appendix  II, 
or  (b)  if  required  by  a  foreign  government  to  whose  country  they  are  destined. 

A.  All  passengers  shall  be  informed  they  may  not  have  in  their  possession  any 
animal  or  plant,  or  their  products,  in  violation  of  section  II. 

******* 

Section  II.  Quarantine  of  plants,  animals,  and  their  products  : 

5.  In  order  to  avoid  the  transmission  of  animal  or  plant  diseases  and  pests, 
and  in  order  to  observe  strictly  all  pertinent  civil  and  military  regulations  no 
animal  or  plant  product  likely  to  convey  disease  or  subject  to  quarantine  or  other 
restrictive  regulations,  and  no  living  plant  or  animal  (mammal,  reptile,  bird, 
fish,  etc.),  shall  be  carried  across  national  boundaries  by  an  airplane  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Navy  except  upon  specific  permit.  This  permit  will  be  secured 
in  advance  from  the  proper  civil  authority  of  the  country  into  which  importation 
is  intended  with  the  approval  of  the  appropriate  theater  commander  or  the  Chief 
BuMed.  Pertinent  regulations  of  the  United  States,  its  Territories  and  posses- 
sions are  noted  in  appendix  II. 

6.  Such  permits  will  be  requested  only  for  plants,  animals,  or  plant  or  animal 
products  intended  for  scientific,  educational,  or  military  purposes.  Requests 
will  show  the  species  and  number,  type  of  container,  source,  destination,  purpose 
for  which  intended,  and  the  nature  of  any  pathologic  state. 

7.  It  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  shipper  properly  to  pack,  crate,  tie  and 
administer  sedative  drugs  when  necessary,  and  arrange  for  care  of  all  animals 
during  flight.  Written  instructions  for  care,  including  feeding,  watering,  exer- 
cise, etc.,  will  be  attached.  Conspicuous  labels,  containing  instructions  for  full 
protection  of  handlers,  will  be  attached  to  all  cages  containing  animals  infected 
with  pathogenic  organisms,  or  the  animals  will  be  accompanied  by  a  person 
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responsible  for  their  care ;  proper  disposition  will  be  specified  for  bedding,  dejecta, 
and  other  material  liable  to  be  contaminated.

*  *  *  The  importation  of  certain  plants  and  plant  products  is  regulated  by 
the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  of  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture (Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements,  U.  S.  D.  A.,  B.  E.  P.  Q.,  published 
annually)  ;  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  T.  H., 
enforce  additional  restrictions  (Order  No.  1,  B.  A.  I.,  27  May  1940).  Animals, 
plants,  and  their  products  arriving  contrary  to  these  regulations  are  subject  to

1.  References  (a)  and  (b)  listed  certain  plant  materials  and  insects  which  are 
not  acceptable  for  mailing  in  Navy  post  offices,  afloat  and  ashore  overseas. 

2.  The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  has  advised  that  the  restrictions  con- 
tained in  references  (a)  and  (b)  have  proved  helpful  in  meeting  plant  quarantine 
problems,  and  has  requested  continuation  of  the  restrictions. 

3.  Many  requests  for  interpretation  of  existing  quarantine  import  restrictions 
has  prompted  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  request  promulgation  of  infor- 
mation concerning  certain  popular  items  which  may  be  accepted  for  mailing,  and 
accordingly  are  not  prohibited.   These  items  are : 

(a)  Wood  carvings  and  similar  curios,  grass  skirts,  baskets,  reed  work  or 
other  similar  articles  manufactured  of  dried  grasses  and  kindred  materials,  pro- 
vided they  are  not  made  of  rice  straw. 

(b)  Dead  dried  insects  or  insects  in  preservative. 

(c)  Pressed  and  dried  plants  for  herbarium  or  botanical  specimens,  pro- 
vided they  do  not  include  rice  straw  or  unprocessed  cotton. 

(d)  Plant  material  in  preservative. 

4.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  also  advises,  (1)  with  respect  to  packing 
materials,  the  excelsior,  shavings,  paper,  ground  cork,  peat,  and  many  other 
similar  packing  materials  may  be  used  in  lieu  of  prohibited  raw  cotton  and  rice 
straw;  (2)  that  fresh  coffee  berries  are  included  with  the  fresh  fruits  which  are 
prohibited;  (3)  mango  seeds  are  prohibited  from  all  localities  except  the  Ameri- 
cas and  the  West  Indies. 

5.  All  commanding  officers  shall  advise  their  personnel  of  the  contents  of  this 
letter  and  especially  all  Navy  post  office  personnel,  including  Marine  and  Coast 
Guard,  who  shall  be  thoroughly  indoctrinated  as  to  the  procedure  required 
under  this  directive.

TERMINAL  INSPECTION  OF  PLANTS  AND  PLANT 

PRODUCTS 

OKLAHOMA  DISCONTINUES  TERMINAL  PLANT  INSPECTION 

The  Oklahoma  Department  of  Agriculture  advises  that  the  facilities  heretofore 
maintained  for  terminal  plant  inspection  under  the  provisions  of  section  596, 
Postal  Laws  and  Regulations,  in  that  State  are  being  discontinued. 

It  is,  therefore,  no  longer  necessary  that  parcels  containing  plants  or  plant 
material  be  transmitted  to  Oklahoma  City  for  inspection  by  the  Oklahoma  State 
Plant  Quarantine  officials.  Postmasters  in  Oklahoma  and  in  other  States  will 
please  be  governed  accordingly.   Shippers  of  nursery  stock  should  also  be  advised. 

However,  the  foregoing  makes  no  change  in  the  nursery  certificate  requirement 
under  paragraph  2,  section  595,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations.
